By-laws under section 414 of the Bengal 
Municipal Act, regulating slaughter¬ 
houses for the slaughter of animals meant 
for human consumption,. 


I. Animals shall be slaughtered as humane¬ 
ly us possible. 


2. No dogs shall be permitted within the 
slaughter-house. 

3. Hours of work .—The hours of work 
fixed by the Commissioners shall be conspicu¬ 
ously printed on a board with tins name of the 
lessee and displayed in a conspicuous jdace in 
the slaughter-house. 

4. The slauglitcr-liouse shall be sufficiently 
lighted to allow for work after dusK. 

5. Trees shall not. be permitted to over¬ 
hung the premises. The slaughter-house may 
be enclosed by wire-netting to prevent the 
entrance of birds. 


6 . No portion of the slaughter-house shall 
be used for living or sleeping unless it is 
separated from the jihuie where animals are 
slaughtered by a substantial wall and con¬ 
tains a window or windows opening directly 
to the air and of dimensions not less than one- 
tenth of the superficial area of the floor space. 

7. No p,er8on suffering from any con¬ 
tagious or infectious disease shall be employed 
or allowed to enter the slaughter-house. 

8 . Bones, offal, gut, hoofs, horns and 
other refuse shall be kept in properly con¬ 
structed, covered and removable vessels made 
of non-absorbent material until arrangements 
can be made to repiove then). 
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9. At the dose of every workiag day 
every floor or pavement shall be thoroughly 
washed and all fragments of gut, blood or 
other matters detached in the process of dis¬ 
embowelling and skinning shall be collected 
and placed in suitable vessels or receptacles 
to be forthwith removed with their covers 
from the slaughter-house for disposal 
in a manner approved by the Commissioners. 
Each such vessel sh^ll be constructed of non- 
abB)rl)ent material and shall have a closely 
fitting cover and shall contain a suflScieut 
quoiitity of deodorant or disinfectant. 

11. At the close of every working, day 
eve’y bench, table, tub, vessel, utensil or ira- 
ple.nent, wliich lias been in use during the 
daj, •shall be^ thoroughly cleansed with w'uter 
containing a‘'dcndoranl or disinfectant. 

11. At the close of every working day all 
filtli, blood or refuse which may have been 
splashed upon any inside jwtion of the 
slaughter-house sliall he removed by scrap¬ 
ing or other effectual means.

ment shall he thoroughly washed with hot 
linic-wasli if such place has lieeii iu use as a 
slaughter-house sinue the last occasion on 
which it was so washed: 

1 that if an> part thereof is cover¬ 
ed with impervious matc'rial, it shall he suffi¬ 
cient to cleanse the same thoroughly with 
water. 

14. The interior of the slaughter-house 
shall not he allowed, by reason of want of re¬ 
pair b) the surface thereof, to facilitate the 
absorption of any liipiid filth or refuse or 
other noxious or injurious matter.

2. Preparutlon of sketch of project .—(/) Whenever a district board 
desires to undertake a project for water-supply or sewerage, or ti com- 
{)reliPnsivo scliemo of surface drainage, or the improvement or extension 
of existing works of this description, it shall first cause to be drtiwn up 
a sketch of the project roughly showing its scope and estimated cost, if 
such project— 

(rt) involves an estimate*! cost exceeding its. 5,000; or 

(/>) is part of larger project the estimated co.st of wliicli ex<'(H*ds 
Its. 10,000; or 

(c) is sucli that financial assistance of the Local Government is 
desired. 

{2) Such sketch may be drawn up— 

(rt) by the Chief Engineer, at the request of the district board; or 

{h) by any private firm approved by the Chief Engineer; or 

(c) by the District Engineer; or 

{d) by any other officer in the employ of the district board or by 
an officer .specially appointed l)y the district board for tin* 
purpose, subject in either case to the selection of such officer 
being approved by the Chief Engineer. 

In cases (/>) to (J) referred to in sub-rule {2), the sketch of the 
project, while in course of preparation, shall be subject to examinution 
and amendment by the Chief Engineer. 

{4) The Chief Engineer shall, in all cases, act ns adviser of the 
district board.

i2) In case («) referred to in sub-rule (7) application shall not be 
made for the preparation of plans and estimates for alternative 
sfdienies, unless the district board at the same time undertakes to pay 
for each such scheme the fees laid down in rule 30. 
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(i3) In case (5) referred to in Bu!b-rule (1), the plans imd estimates, 
while in course of preparation, shall be subject to examination and 
amendment by the Chief Eng^ineer. 

(4) When land has to be acquired, the officer preparing the scheme 
shall Mud necessary particulars of such land to the Collector of the 
district and shall obtain from him an estimate of the coat of its acquisi¬ 
tion. This estimate shal^ Ibe submitted with the main scheme as a 
separate estimate. 

6 . Suhmigsioii of detailed plans and estimates for a^roval. —(1) 
The detailed plans and estimates shall, on completion, be forwarded 
by the district (board in duplicate to the Sanitary Board through 
the Commissioner of the Division or for information to the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division as the case may be, together with, in the former 
case, a report on the state of pulblic feeling in regard to the scheme 
and, if a loan is required, with an application in the prescribed form, 
and, in the latter case, a copy of the Chief Engineer’s opinion on the 
scheme as finally drawn uj). 

(2) If the scheme is a drainage scheme the estimates shall Ibe sub¬ 
mitted in forms to Ibe obtained from the office of the Chief Engineer. 

(.3) When the scheme has not been prepared in the office of the 
Chief Engineer, it shall be accompanied by full details of the calcula¬ 
tions of the size and strength of the various works and complete infor¬ 
mation as to the prices on which the estimates have been based. 

(4) The Sanitary Board shall submit the scheme as finally drawn 
up to the Local Self-Government Department of Government for 
approval, with an expression of their opinion (a) on its merits and (h), 
if a loan is required, on the terms of such loan. 

7. Submission of proposals for rules regulating house~connections. 
—If the scheme includes projects with the intention of allowing house- 
(ionnectious, the district board shall, within three months of sulbmitting 
the detailed plans and estimates under rule 6, submit proposals for rules 
under section 138 of the Act regulating house-connections. 

8 . Final sanction of schemes .—The Local Government may either 
sanction or reject the scheme as submitted ll)y the Sanitary Board 
or may refer it, w'ith sucdi proposals for amendment as it may think 
fit, to the Sanitary Board. 

9. Commencement of work .—No work shall be commenced on the 
project, nor shall any agreement be entered into in respect thereof, 
until the detailed plans and estimates have received the final sanction 
of the* Local Government under rule 8. 


10. Sanction to heavy excesses over detailed estimates .— If at any 
time during the progress of the work the district board has reason 
to anticipate that the saJictioned detailed estimate will be exceeded Iby 
more than 10 per cent., or if it shall at any time appear to the district 
board that the sanctioned detailed scheme will require material altera¬ 
tion, the district board shall forthwith submit to the Ijocal Government 
for sanction a revised scheme with revised estimates and plans. 

J The revised estimates and plans shall be prepared— 

(a) in the ca.se of schemes prepared and carried out by a firm of 
engineers of established reputation, or Iby an officer specially 
appointed for the purpose under rule 6 (i) (h) (i) or 
5 (/) (b) (Hi) and riue 12 (2) (a), by the firm of engineers 
or the engineer so appointed, and shall be scrutinized Iby 
the Chief Engineer. 
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(b) in the case of schemes prepared and carried out by the District 
' Engineer under rules 6 (1) (b) (it) and 12 (2) (b), Iby that 

officer and shall be scrutinized by the Chief Engineer. 

(c) in all other cases, by the Chief Engineer. 

11. Taking over of complete supervision and control by Chief 
Engineer. —(7) The Chief Engineer shall have complete supervision 
and control of the currying out of all schemes of water-supply, sewerage 
and drainage towards which the Local Government make a grant 
amounting to Its. •'jO.OOO or more, or to half the total cost of the scheme, 
or more. The district board shall undertake to pay the fees specified 
in rule 32 before work on the scheme is begun. 

(2) In other cases the district board may request the Chief Engi¬ 
neer to take over sujiervision and control of the work, and on the 
district board undertaking to pay the fees specified in rule 32, the Chief 
Engineer shall, if he considers that he can do so without detriment to 
the public service, lake over such supervision and control. 

(J) Works, of which the complete supervision and control are taken 
over by the Chief Engineer under sulb-rulc (7) or sub-rule (2), shall be 
considered as conlributioji works and shall !be carried out Iby the 
Engineering Brandi of the Public Health Department under the rules 
regarding such works in paragraphs 210 to 214 of the Bengal Public 
Works Department Code (1st edition), except that the provision made 
in the Code for establishment, etc., will be covered by the fees sjjecified 
in rule 32 hereof, or shall be met by the district board by payment of 
such fees as the Tjocal Government may from time to time prescribe. 

(d) In addition to the above fees the district board shall bear all 
law. charges on behalf of the Local Government in any suits brought 
by contractors or others in connection with the execution of any pro¬ 
ject under this rule: 

Provided that no charge shall be payable by the district board 
under sub-rule (d), if, in the opinion of Local Government, the suit is 
due to the malfeasance or negligence of the Chief Engineer or an officer 
subordinate to him. 

(5) The district board shall be given an opportunity of seeing 
the terms of any contract for the execution of such work before it is 
executed. The Chief Engineer shall consider any remarks made by the 
district board as to the terms of the contract and if he is unable to 
accept the remarks shall submit the matter to the Local Govemment 
for decision. 

12. Conditions as to detailed engineering supervision. —(7) Where 
the projected work is estimated to cost more than Rs. 10,000, adequate 
provision for detailed engineering supervision shall be a condition 
precedent to the grant of final sanction by the Local Government under 
mle 8. 

{2) Save as otherwise expressly directed by the Local Govemment— 

(a) the work shall be carried out under the supervision of an engi¬ 
neer, either permanently employed by the district boarA- 
or specially employed for the purpose, assisted by an ade¬ 
quate establishment of properly qualified overseers, the 
name and qualifications of the engineer having been pre¬ 
viously submitted to the Chief Engineer, and approvetl by 
him; or

14. Procedure to be followed in case of other wor'k.s. —In the Mise 
of works carried out under clause (a) or clause (b) of rule 12 (2) (he 
procedure piovided by rules 16 to 26 shall be followed. 

15. Preparation of drawings, specifications, forms of tender, etc .— 
When requested by the district board, the Chief Engineer shall, 
subject to the payment of the fees mentioned in rule 30, prepare work¬ 
ing or contract drawings, specifications, estimates, hills or quantities, 
forms of tender, or other documents or plans reciuired for the cxecutif)n 
of schemes, which have been duly sanctioned and which are to be let 
out by controi-t, as well ns forms of advertisement inviting tenders for 
such woi-ks. 

16. .Approval of Chief Engineer to drawings, specifications, forms 
of tenders, etc. —When drawings, specifications, bills of quantities, 
forms of tender and other documents or plans referx'ed to in rule 15 
relating to any work are not prepared by the Chief Engineer, sinh 
drawings, specifiemtions, bills of quantities, forms of tender and other 
documents or plans, shall be submitted to him foi‘ his approval in 
writing before tenders for the contract of such work are advertised for. 

Note (/).—The terms of a contract shall be precise and definite and 
there shall be no ambiguity or room for misconstruction therein. 

Ifoto {ii). —When necessary, legal and financial advice shall be 
taken in regard to the nature and form of a contract before it is finally 
u(rcepted. 

Note (Hi). —The standard form of a contract shall be adojited 
wherever possible, and its terms shall be adequately scrutinized befoie 
it is finally accepted. 

Note (iv). —Provision shall be made in contracts for saifeguarding 
properties belonging to Government or local bodies when such propcT- 
ties are entrusted to a contractor. 

17. Advertisements inviting tenders. —Every advertisement fm- 
tenders shall he ptiblished in one or more newspapers and shall biiefly 
descrilie the works required to be carried out and state the place oi 
places where plans and drawings can be seen, and copies of the specifi¬ 
cations and forms of tender can be obtained, the deposit to be paid b\ 
any person making a tender, and the date and hour up to which tenders 
will be received. 
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18. Approval of jAotm, drawings, specifications, forms of tender, 
etc., bp the district hoard. —^All plans, drawings, specifications, bills 
of quantities, forms of tender and advertisemen'ts sball be formally 
approved by tbe district board in meeting. Whenever the district 
board desires to make any alteration in any one of such documents, the 
(Ihief Engineer shall be informed and his advice obtained with regard 
to such alteration. 

19. Submission aaid receipt of tenders. —^All tenders shall be sub¬ 
mitted in sealed covers addressed to the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman 
of the district board, who shall attend in person at tbe office of the 
aistriet board, or at uny other place to which it has been directed that 
tenders shall be forwarded, at the latest hour specified in the advertise¬ 
ment for <he receipt thereof. Any tender received after such hour 
shall not be considered. 

20. Opening and numbering of tenders. —The Chaiiman or the 
Vice-Chairman of the district board shall himself open the tenders, 
shall numb(‘r each tender, and shall note thereon the exact time at 
wJjich it was opened.

for check and scrutiny ; 

Provided that, in case (ii) or (m), the engineer employed by the 
district hoard oi* the District Engineer, as the case may be. sball, in 
case of difficulty or uncertainty, consult the Chief Engineer. 

22. Hefvrn of tenders, after check and .scrutiny. —The Chief Engi¬ 
neer, or the engineer employed by the district board, or the District 
Mngineer, os the ease may be, shall, after checking and scrutinizing 
the tenders, return them to the district hoard with his lemarks and 
recommendations. 

2-1. Consideration of tenders .—The district hoard shall in meeting 
consider the tenders when checked and scrutinized under rule 22, 
and either accept one of them provisionally or, if the district board 
thinks it desirable, refer the matter to the Chief Engineer for advice. 

24. Acrejitance of tender. —No tender shall be accepted which is 
not in order, is not fully priced out, and is not in every way in acconl- 
ance with the instructions contained in the advertisement inviting such 
lenders. Tf the person Tiiaking a tender makes in it after its submis¬ 
sion any reduction or any alteration other than the correction of a 
|ialp.'ihle ariOimetical error, that tender shall be out of order and shall ' 
not he considered. In cases where the lowest tender is not accepted 
the reasons for such non-acceptance shall he recorded, and in accepting ^ 
a tender the financial status of the contractor shall lie taken into 
consideration in addition to all other relevant matters. 

25. IHscharge of tenders and advertisement for fresh tenders. —If 
it is found that none of the tenders submitted is satisfactory, or if for 
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any reason it is believed that the conditions of submitting tenders 
have not been properly understood, so that fair tenders have not been 
received, all such tenders shall be discharged and fresh tenders shall 
be advertised for. 

26. ’* Provisional acceptance and submission of tenders to the Chief 
Engineer. —Except in the case of tenders for works involving a cost not 
exceeding Es. 500, every tender after it is provisionally accepted, shall 
be submitted to the Chief Engineer, for hnal approval, together with 
all other tenders received tor the work, and until such approval has 
been received no tender shall be finally ai cepted by the district board: 

Provided that, in case of a difference of opinion between the district 
board and the Chief Engineer, in regard to the sicceptance of a parti¬ 
cular tender, the matter shall, if the distric-l board so desires, be 
referred to the Chief Engineer, Roads and Buildings, whose decision 
shall be final and binding on all parties. 

27. Placing and acceptance of contracts. —Whenever practicable, 
contracts shall be placed only after tenders have been openly invited. 
Even in cases whore a formal written contract is not made, no orders 
for supplies shall be placed without a written agreement as to the price 
of the articles supplied. No contract involving an uncertain and 
indefinite liability, or containing any condition of an unusual nature, 
shall be accepted without the previous approval of the district board 
at a meeting. The terms of the contract, once accepted, shall not be 
materially varied without the previous consent of the district l»oard. 

28. Bengal Public Worls Department (’ndc to ajtply to certain 
1 /or/ivf.—-Works carried out under the complete supciwision or control 
of the (!hief lOngineer under rule 12 (2) {<•) shall he governed mutatis 
mutandis by the rules contaiued in paragraphs 175 to 180 of the Bengal

29. Examination of contracts bg audit authorities. —The audit 
authorities shall have power to examine contracts and to report to the 
liocal (loverumeut any cases where competitive tenders have not been 
sailed for, or where high tenders have been accepted, or where other 
irregularities in jirocedure have come to light.

This Bill l\a9 been framed -with a view to providing a means of securing proper 
assessment on non-agrioultural lands. It has not at all taken into consideration the 

S rinciple of moderate assessment, which would be apparent from the important 
eclaration made in the second paragraph of Regulation VII of 1822, which is the 
basis of this Bill. The declaration therein runs as follows: — 

“Whereas a moderate assessment being equally conducive to the true interests 
of the Government and to the well-being of its subjects, it is the wish and intention 
of Government that in revising the existing settlement, the efforts of the Bevenue- 
Officers should be chiefly directed not to any general and extensive enhancement of 
the jama.” 

This policy of moderate assessment has been completely abandoned by the sub-clauses 
(c) and (d) of clause 4. 

U^der the above two sub-clauses, the Revenue-Officer shall take into consideration, 
in estimating a fair and equitable rent— 

(c) the market value of land immediately before the order under section 3 was 
made; 

(d) the rent which would he payable if the rate were fixed at four per cent, of 
such value. 

This Bill will apply specially to urban areas, where the majority of houses are 
residential, as it excludes non-agrioultural lands occupied by persons, whose primary 
means of livelihood is agriculture, from the purview of this Act. The effect of these 
two sub-clauses will be simply ruinous specially to residential tenants in municipal 
towns. The market value of land, being always of a fluctuating nature, cannot and 
should not be any criterion or guide for the assessment of rent. It depends upon 
several factors, specially the existing rent of the holding. People may purchase or 
otherwise acquire such lands in towns with a right of renewal in the honest belief 
that Government will not enhance the rent of such holdings beyond reasonable limits 
on the basis of the existing rent, in proportion to the previous rate of enhancement, 
if any, as tl\ey naturally believe that what is true of a private landlord is also true 
of the Government. This belief mainly accounts for the market value of Such land, 
otherwise no reasonable man would jmrehase such land if there is any prospect of an 
inordinate enhancement of rent assessed on the basis of the value, which he had paid. 
As soon us there is an excessive enhancement, the market value is bound to fall to an 
abnormal extent. Would the Government then raduce the rent? Then again if the 
rgnt is reduced, there might be a rise again in the market value. The result would 
be a vicious circle. 

People with small incomes are living in the houses they had built on such lands 
from the time of their uncestois or occasionally let them out on hire. I'o charge 
such people with any perrentuf/c of the market value of laud as rent would not only 
cause inconceivable hardshij) to them hut in the long run it would be impossible for 
them to retain the piopcrtj'. Recently, the Collector of Dacca has issued notices 
upon such tenants enhaucing their rent, and in case they do not exe«!ute any kabuliyat 
at the enhanced rate, they would l)e ejected. The enhancement is made on the basis 
of half to one and half per cent, of the market value, the jesult being an inordinate 
enhancement, in some cases coming up to a little more than or alrout 40 times the 
existing rent, e.g., from Rs. 4 to Rs. 163, from Re. 1-5 to Rs. 5G-8, from Rs. 14-4 to 
Rs. 490-11, and so forth. Tf one and half per cent, of the market value enhances the 
rent to such absurd limits, any comment on the enhancement at four per cent, of the 
market value is needless. 

» 

Next although sub-clauses (v) and (d) are matters for consideration along with 
other sub-clauses of clause 4, it is extremely doubtful whether in estimatin^ihi. 
and equitable rent, the Revenue-Officer would he in a position to dispassionately 
consider the other sub-clauses in preference to the almost mandatory provisions oif 
the .suh-clau.se8 (c) and (</). 

Reference may be made to the provisions of section 104A of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, which deal with kJiax inahal agricultural tenancies, where the Revenue-Officer, 
•when required to settle fair rents hgs to start with the existing rents, and maintain 
or enhance or rediice them, as the case may be, keeping in view the principles of the 
sections specified in the proviso. 

Section 10411(6) of the said Act enacts that the Civil 001114.8 shall be guided by 
the rents of the tenures or holdings of the same class for settling a fair rent and not 
the market value. Section 27 of the said Act provides that the existing rent should 
be presumed to be fair and equitable, until the contrary’ is proved. All these provisions 
engender a feeling of security among tenants and induce them to make improvements 
in their holdings. Existing rents, therefore, in my opinion, should be the basis of 
an enhancementj and not the market value. Assessgient of rent at any percentage, 
not to speak of four per cent, of the market would result in such an excessive and 
inordinate enhancement that very few tenants would be able to pay, the outcome of 
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whioli will be ejectment. It may be observed that in the Jchat mahal lands situate 
in towns, the owners are required to pay municipal taxes and other charges over and/ 
above the g^round rent. Such charges with a ground rent at four per amt. of tbp^ 
market value would in most cases^ M equivalent to and sometimes exceed the gross 
rental containing buildings, at which the holding may be reasonably expected to let. 
The tenant would not only lose the Land but also the structures for his inability to 
pay the absurd rent. 

Reference may also be made to the letter of the Hon’ble Board of Bevenue at 
Calcutta where it enunciated the principle for renewing leases of homestead lands in 
the town of Dacca. It stated that the lease should be renewed on liberal terms, that 
householders ijiould not be placed in a position of less security than that of similar 
householders occupying private zemindari lands, and that it is not the desire of 
Government to make a profit out of the necessities of the householders on the renewal 
of their leases. Following the above rule laid down by the Board, the then Commis¬ 
sioner of the Dacca Division is said to have given an assurance at the time of granting 
Wari leases that there was no fear of an undue increase. The aforesaid principle 
enunciated by the Board was subsequently embodied and endorsed by the Government 
of India in its Resolution, dated the 7tli October, 189r). 

In the province of Bihar, the rule that is followed in regard to the renewal of 
leases of similar lands, is that at each renewal, the enhancement shall not exceed a 
certain percentage of rent paid for the previous term, not exceeding double the 
previous rent. Market value was not considered by the Bihar Governnient as a basis 
of asses-smeut. It is, therefore, meet and proper that the above two sub-clauses (c) 
and (d) of clause 4 should be deleted or in the alternative, a pi-oviso should be added 
to clause 4 to the effect that a fair and equitable rent, in case of land held by a tenant 
immediately under Government, which is or has been let out for erecting buildings 
for purposes of residence or used as a residential house, shall in no case exceed fifty 
per cent, of the existing rent. Such a proviso is ab.solutely necassary for the protection 
of the residential tenants holding lauds by erecting buildings. 

ClauS6 13a —This clause provides for a suit in the (hvil Court by a tenant aggrieved 
by an entry in the assessment roll and specifies (rertain grounds on which only a suit 
can he instituted. It rules out the right of the tenant to contest in the Civil Court 
the assessment on the ground that it is unfair, inequitable and excessive or that the 
market value of land, if clauses 4(c) and 4(rf) are retained, has been wrongly deter¬ 
mined. Assessment of rent of agricultural lands in a khus vvaJial is mainly based 
upon the prevailing rale or upon the several considerations mentioned in section 104A 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act. As there are a veiy largo number of agricultureJ khait 
rnahiil tenants in this province, and as the rent of .similar lands of a particular lorality 
is known and as a dei-ision about the settlement of rent of such land is not at all 
complex, the tenant has not been given the right to contest such an assessment of 
agricultural lands. But in regard to the assessment of non-agricultural lands, there 
is no prevailing rate, and various complii-ated questions of fact and law would arise, 
which are properly trjable by a Civil Court; the principle of assessment of non- 
agricultuml lands being altogether different from that of agricultural lands. On 
account of the complex nature of the questions that are likely to arise in the case of 
non-agricultural lands, it is just and projier that a tenant aggrieved by the rent settled 
by the Revonue-Ofheers, the fairness or otherwise of such rent should be determined 
by Judicial Officers, who are accustomed to sift evidence, to interpret documents and 
are conversant with the intricacies of Civil law. The complications involved in the 
determination of market value are not also inconsiderable. I cannot, therefore, 
endorse the curtailment of the rights of tenants on the pleas of convenience and 
quickness, 8])ecinlly when Government is the landlord and the ' Revenue-Officer the 
agent. In my opinion, a new sub-clause should be inserted in clause l'‘l(5) to the 
effect that such a suit might be instituted on the grounds stated above bj"^ a tenant 
Aggrieved by an entry and desirous of contesting the asses.sment on such grounds.

NOTIFICATION. 

No. 18-1.—5th November 1936.—In exercise of the power conferred 
by section 44 of the Bengal Development Act, 1935 (Bengal Act XVI 
of 1935), the Governor in Council is pleased to make the following 
rules for carrying out the purposes of the said Act: — 

* 

Short Title. 

1. These rules may be called the Bengal Development Rules, 


Definition!. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 
or context,— 

(1) “assessment list” means a statement referred to in section 13; 

(2) "bhagcheui” means any person who under the system generally 

known as "adhi”, "harga" or *'hhag" cultivates the land 
of another on condition of delivering a share of the produce 
to that person; 

(3) '‘bhagohati tenant” means a bhi^hasi who is a tenant as 

defined in clause (17) of section 3 of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, 1885; 

(4) “chargfe” means the notified area or part of a notified area 

for which an Estimating Officer is appointed by the Local 
Government; 

(5) “Chief Estimating Officer” means, an officer appointed by the 

Local Government for a notified area through whom the 
estimates prepared by the Estimating Officers under su^ 
section (1) of section 8 are to be forwarded to the Board of 
Revenue under the provisious of roles 23 and 24; 
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(6) “class” means a class land in tke list of classes drawn np 
^ the Chief Estlmaiinff Officer tinder sub-rule (4) of rule 

(7y “Bamodar Canal area” means the area described in Irrigation 
Department notification No. 13-1., dated Ist.Au^st 1936, 
as modified for the time being.by notifications subsequently 
issued; 

(8) “Estimating Officer” means an officer aiq>ointed by the Local 

Government for a notified area or any part thereof to pre¬ 
pare under sub-section (1) of section 8 an estimate of the 
average increase in the outturn of the produce from agricul¬ 
tural lands; 

(9) “grade” means a-grade of land in the list of grades drawn up 

by the Chief Estimating Officer under sub-rule (1) of 
rule 4; 

(10) “improvement” means an improvement that has resulted or 

is, in the opinion of the Local Government, likely to result 
from an improvement work as defined in the Act; 

(11) “outturn” means the outturn of paddy, both grain and straw, 

from any agricultural land; 

(12) “section” means a section of the Act; 

(13) “selected area” means an area, outside a notified area, 

selected by a Chief Estimating Officer under sub-rule (1) of 
rule 4; 

(14) “sort” means a sort of land in the list of sorts drawn up by 

the Chief Estimating Officer under rule 5; 

(15) “the Act” means the Bengal Development Act, 1936; 

(16) “tract” means a tract as determined by the Chief Estimating 

Officer under rule 27; 

(17) “valuation scale” means a scale showing, in annas nr as 

percentages, the relative productive capacity, as estimated 
• ny the Chief Estimating Officer, of land of different sorts 
in different grades and in different sones; 

(18) “s!one” means a zone in the list of zones drawn up by the 

Chief Estimating Officer under sub-rule (1) of rule 7. 


Preparation of estimate of increased outturn {section 8). 

3. An Estimating Officer shall work under the control and super¬ 
vision of the Chief Estimating Officer appointed fur the notified area 
of which the charge of such Estimating Officer forms a part. 

4. (1) The Chief Estimating Officer shall draw up a list of grades 

into which agricultural lands in the notified area, and, if he thinks 
fit, in any area that he may select outside it, shall be divided according 
to their soils. 

(2) He shall assign to each such grade a number or numbers in a 
valuation sc;ale according to his estimate of the relative productivity 
of its soil, on the assumption that all the grades enjoy the same rain¬ 
fall. 

5. (1) The Chief Estimating Officer shall draw up a list of sorte 

into which the lands in each grade in the notified area, and in an 3 / 
selected area, shall be classified. 

(2) He shall assign to each sort in each grade a number or num¬ 
bers in the valuation scale according to his estimate of its relative 
productivity, on the assumption that all the sorts enjoy the same 
rainfall as the grades under sub-rule (2) of rule 4. 

(3) When the Chief Estimating Officer draws up a list of such 
sorts for any area where there has already been an improvement, he 
shall take account of those factors only that influenced produotivitj 
before such improvement. 

6. In making an estimate of the relative productivity of any sort 
of land under rule 6 the Chief Estimating Officer may take into consi¬ 
deration (1) such factors as (a) the depth of the soU, its texture and 
its capacity for retaining moisture and (b) the extent to which the 
relation of land to adjoining lands influences its chances of receiving 
water, with or without fertilising matter in suspension, from higher 
lands or of its being adequately drained, and (2) any, classification of 
agricultural lands that is customary in the area or any part of it. 
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7. (1) The Chief Estimating Officer piay draw tip a list of lonea 
into which the notified area and any selects areas shall be_ divided 
according to an^ differences^ which in his opinion exist in their normal 
rainfall and which he considers to be such as materially to affect the 
average productivity of land in such zones. 

(2) He shall assign to each zone a figure or figures by the applica¬ 
tion of which the number or numbers assigned in the valuation scale 
to any sort of land in any grade may be modified. 

8. An Estimating Officer shall decide what grades and what sorts 
of agricultural lands occur in each village within his charge. 

9. (1) The Chief Estimating Officer shall make provisional 
estimates, for each sort of land within each grade and in each zone in 
the notified area, of the average outturn of paddy in terms of grain 

(a) over a period of fifteen years or longer before the improvement, on 
the assumption that the standard of cultivation was no higher than 
might, in his opinion, have reasonably been expected from cultivators 
of ordinary skill in the area when cultivating such sort of land, and 

(b) after the improvement, on the assumption that full advantage has 
been or will be taken of any facilities dor irrigation that have been or 
will be afforded by an improvement work and that in other respects 
the standard or cultivation has been or will be no lower than might, in 
his opinion, reasonably be expected from such cultivators. 

(2) He shall make similar estimates regarding the outturn of paddy 
straw- 

10. In preparing an estimate under clause (a) of sub-rule (1) of 
rule 9 of the average outturn the Chief Estimating Officer shall take 
into account any variations in the outturn from land of any grade or 
sort that have resulted from variations in the amount or distribution 
of tlie rainfall during the years covered by the estimate. 

11. In preparing an estimate of the average outturn for any local 
area in which the outturn has been in any year materially reduced by 
any natural calamity, the Chief Estimating Officer shall exclude from 
consideration the data appertaining to that year unless, in his opinion, 
the improvement is likely to be a safeguard against the occurrence or 
recurrence of such a calamity in the notified area. 

12. In preparing an estimate of the average outturn the Chief 
Estimating Officer may, by application of the valuation scale or other¬ 
wise, base an estimate of the outturn from land of any sort at any 
place within a notified or selected area, for any year or series of years, 
upon known or estimated figures for the outturn from laud of the 
same or pnother sort in the same or another grade in the same or 
another zone in a notified or selected area. 

13. In preparing an estimate of the average outturn a Chief 
Estimating Officer may take into account any factors which in his 
opinion are relevant and in particular— 

(i) any figures based on crop cutting experiments by .any depart¬ 
ment of Government; 

(ii) any estimate or statement that he may find in any publication 
or record of Government regarding the outturn of any 
kind of crop from any kind of agricultural land at any place 
in a notifi^ or selected area, whether before or after the 
improvement; 

(iii) any evidence as to the outturn from, or the relative value of, 

any kind of agricultural land at any place in a notified or 
selected area, that may be available from a kabuliat, lease, 
register, book of account, or other document or in a decree 
or order passed by a Civil or Revenue Court; 

(iv) statements or opinions written or verbal of experts or other 

persons who in his opinion have special knowledge; 

(v) any generally received opinion as to the relative productivity 
of land in different zones or of different grades or sorts. 


Puhlicati4>n of preliminary estimates and hearing of objections 

\section <S](I)]. 

14. When a Chief Estimatinpt Officer has made the provisional 
estimates under rule 9, each Estimating Officer in *the notified area 
shall, by a notice published in the manner specified in rule 17, announce 
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(a) such of the provisional estimaies as are relevant to oonditiona in his 
charge or any part thereof and <b) an estimate of the average increase 
in the outturn of padd;^, in terms of g^ain and straw, respectivdy, from 
each sort of land within each g^ade in such chai^. 

16. A notice under rule 14 shall specify the area'to which ^e 
notice relates, and shall fix a time and a place at which the Estimating 
Officer will receive and consider objections under sub-section (1) of 
section 8. 

16. The time fixed under rule 16 for receiving and cwnsidering 
objections shall be not less than ten days after the date when the notice 
is published in the Collector’s office. 

17. A notice under rule 14 shall be published in the following 
manner: — 

(a) copies shall be hung up in the offices of the Collector of the 

district and the District. Judge and in the offices of every 
Subdivisional Officer, Munsif or Sub-Begistrar within whose 
jurisdiction the notified area or any part thereof is situated; 
and 

(b) the fact that such notice has been thus published shall be 

announced by beat of drum, or in such other manner as the 
Collector may direct, in such places in that area as the 
Collector may think, fit. 


18. At the time and the place fixed in the notice under rule 14 the 
Estimating Officer shall receive all objections under sub-section (1) of 
section 8 which may be presented to him. 

19. Every objection under sub-section (1) of section 8 shall be made 
by means of a properly stamped petition. 

20. The Estimating Officer shall not be bound to consider any 
objection under sub-section (1) of section 8 which is presented after 
the time fixed in the notice under rule 14. 

21. (1) On the date fixed in the notice under rule 14 or on an.v 
subsequent date to which he may adjourn the proceedings the Estimat< 
ing Officer .shall hear arguments relating to the objections which have 
been received by him before the expiry of the time fixed in the notice 
under rule 14, and shall make a memorandum of any evidence which 
he thinks fit to take in connection with an objection. 

(2) When an Estimating Officer has heard argument on any point 
raised in or in connection with any objection, it shall not be necessary 
for him to hear another argument on the same point or on a point which 
is, in his opinion, substantially of the same nature, in connection with 
any other objection that has been presented at the same place. 

22. Arguments heard and evidence taken by an Estimating Officer 
under rule 21 shall be heard or taken in public. 

28. (1) After considering the objections the Estimating Officer! 

shall forward them and the memorandum of any evidence that he may 
have taken to the Chief Estimating Officer, with his remarks and with 
his estimates of the average increase in the outturn of paddy, in terms 
of grain and straw, respectively, from each sort of land within each 
grade in his charge. 

(2) Tn making estimates of the average increase in the outturn the 
Estimating Officer shall follow the principles of the provisions of rules 
9 to 13. 

24. (1) The Chief Estimating Officer, after considering the objec¬ 
tions and any recommendations made by the Estimating Officer and 
after such further inquiry, if any, as he considers necessary shall 
forward the estimates received by him from the Estimating Officers to 
the Board of Revenue, for action under sub-section (2) of section 8, 
together with his remarks. 

(2) At the time of forwarding a report under sub-section (2) of 
section 8 to the Local Government the Board of Revenue shall also 
forward the remarks of the Chief Estimating Officer referred to is sub- 
rule (1). 
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Estimate of net increase in profits and of net value of estimated increase 

m outturn [seotion'*iO(3)]. 

26. (1) The Chief Estimating Officer shall make an estimate of the 

average cost, before and after the improvement, of cultivating paddy 
on land^ of each sort within each grade in the notified area, on the 
assumption that it has been or will be cultivated, in accordance witU 
any standards that are, or will be, in his opinion, reasonable for the 
cultivation of land of such sort, before or after the improvement, among 
cultivators of ordinary skill, by labourers paid at such rates as he 
consideriL to be prevalent or reasonable for the period for which he 
makes the estimate. 

(2) When the Chief Estimating Officer makes an estimate of the 
cost of cultivation after the improvement, he shall assume that full 
advantage has been or will be taken of any facilities for irrigation that 
have been or will be afforded by an improvement work and shall take 
into account any saving in labour or material that may have been or is 
likely to be made possible by such improvement and any change in the 
standard of cultivation that is, in his opinion, likely to follow such 
improvement. 

(3) The Chief Estimating Officer shall not include the improvement 
levy as part of the cost of cultivation. 

(4) The Chief Estimating Officer shall make separate estimates for 
land of any sort that has been or may be irrigated by lift after the 
improvement. 

(5) Rent paid for land shall be deemed to be part of the cost of 
cultivating such land, but the Chief Estimating Officer may base his 
estimate on the rates or rent generally paid by occupancy ryots for 
different sorts of land in different parts of the notified area. 

26. The Chief Estimating Officer shall make, for each sort of land 
within the notified area, estimates of the average cost of harvesting and 
thrashing the paddy shielded by it before and after the improvement. 

27. (1) Tlie Chief Estimating Officer shall divide the notified area 
into tracts according to the relative advantages which in his opinion 
the cultivators within each tract enjoy as regards disposal of their 
produce, and, in so doing, he shall have regard to such factors as the 
proximity of markets, their nature and their accessibility. 

(2) He shall fix for each such tract a figure representing the average 
cost of disposing of the produce in a market. 

28. (1) The Chief Estimating Officer shall make for each sort of 
land within each grade and each zone in the notified area estimates of 
the gross value of the outturn before and after the improvement, by 
multiplying the estimated outturn of paddy, in grain and straw 
respectively, by the pri»e fixed for it by the Local Government under 
section 9. 

(2) He shall deduct from the estimates thus made of the gross 
value of the outturn of each sort of land in each tract before and after 
the improvement. 

(a) the cost of cultivation as estimated by him under rule 25; 

* (h) the cost of harvesting and thrashing as estimated by him 
under rule 26; and 

(c) the cost of disposing of the produce in a market as determined 
by him under rule 27 for such tracd. 

(3) The difference between the net estimates thus obtained for each 
such sort of land shall be his estimate of the net value of the estimated 
increase in the outturn of such sort. 

(4) The Chief Estimating Officer shall draw up, in such manner 
as he may think fit, a list of classes of laud on the basis of his estimate 
of the net value of the estimated increase in the outturn from each 
such sort of land, and shall assign to the same class, all those sorts for 
which he estimates the net value of the estimated increase in the out¬ 
turn to be the same, whether they have been assigned to the same or 
different grades or to the same or different zones in the valuation scale. 

(6) He shall forward to tb® Local Oovemment the list of classes 
prepared under sub-rule (4) and the estimates made under sub-rules 
fl), (2) and (3). 
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Penona deemed: to he ocoupiena of land for the purpoaea of aeotion 10(1). 

29. The following classes of persons shall be deemed to be occu¬ 
piers of land for the purposes of sub-section (1)_ of section 10, in reaped 
of a^ their agricultural land except that which is let, or sublet, by 
them to others or which has otherwise passed out of their khaa 
possession: — 

(a) (i) proprietors, 

^ (it) tenure-holders, 

(Hi) raiyata, 

(iv) vinder-raiyata, 

(b) hhagchaai tenants, 

(c) service tenants, 

(d) dakhalkara, or squatters, who are in cultivating possession of 

land, and 

(e) any person to whom land has been transferred on a usufructu¬ 

ary mortgage. 

Explanation. —The terms “proprietors,” "tenure-holders,” “raiyata” 
and “imder-raiyata" have the seme meanings as in the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, 1886. 

Proportion of improvement levy payable l>y hhagchasia [aeetin 10(5).] 

"‘)0. In the Damodar Canal area— 

(1) a hhagchaai tenant shall be liable to pay a part of the improve¬ 

ment levy that bears the same proportion to the total 
improvement levy assessed on the land as the share of the 
produce which he is liable to deliver to his landlord bears 
to the total produce: and his landlord shall be liable to 
pay the remainder of the improvement levy; 

(2) any other hhagchaai shall not be liable to pay any part of the 

improvement levy. 

Preparation of Aaaeaament List (section 13). 

31. The Chief Estimating Officer shall decide whether any special 
advantages or disadvantages shall be recognised in a notified area as 
affecting materially the productive capacity of individual plots of any 
sort and shall assign to each such rec^ogniaed advantage nr disadvantage 
a figure or figures by the application of which the assignment of a plot 
to a class may be modified. 

32. (1) When an improvement work includes means of irrigation, 
the Chief Estimating Officer shall classify by kinds the facilities for 
irrigation which existed, or exist, in a notified area before such 
improvement work, according to the degree to which they enabled, or 
enable, land to be irrigated for the cultivation of paddy, 

(A) in years of normal rainfall (a) before or during the trans¬ 

plantation season and (b) during the season of flowering 
and grain formation, and 

(B) in years of drought throughout the cultivation season; 

and shall assign to each kind a figure or figures by the application of 
which the assignment, to a class, of land of any sort, enjoying irriga¬ 
tion of that kind, may be modified. ^ 

33. (1) An Estimating Officer shall decide to what grade and to 
what Mrt each plot in his charge belongs, and shall determine to what 
class it shall be assigned. 

(2) If he is satisfied that a special advantage or disadvantage 
recognised 'under rule 31 by the Chief Estimating Officer attaches to 
an individual plot or that it enjoys facilities for irrigation of any kind 
I'iassified under rule 32, he shall fake into account such advantage, 
disadvantage or facility when he determines to what class such plot 
shall be assigned. 

(3) Any decision by an Estimating Officer under this rule shall lie 
subject to modification by the Collector. 

34. The Estimating Officer shall ‘forward to the Collector a note 
of his decisions under rule 33, and the Collector, after accepting or 
modifying such decisions, shall determine at what rate, as declared by 
the Local Government under sub-section (1) of section 10, the improve¬ 
ment levy shall be imposed on each plot. 
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36. (1) There shall be a separate assessnwiit list, in form 
annexed to these rules in respect of the a^cultural lands in each 
mauaa. 

(2) . An assessment list shall be in separate parts in reswct of 
persons liable to pay improvement levy (a) annually and (6) otherwise. 

(3) In the Damodar CaUal area, the rate shown in column 7 of the 
assessment list shall be the rate fixed for the class of land under sub¬ 
section (I) of section 10 or five rupees eight annas per acre, as provided 
in clause (6) of sub-section (6) of section 10, whichever is less. 

(4) Fractions of annas shall be neglected when entries are made in 
colua^n 8. 

(5) A separate entry shall be made in columns 5, 6 and 7 in respect 
of any land held by a hhagohaxi tenant. 

(6) Subject to sub-rule (5), a separate entry shall be made in 
columns 6, 6 and 7, for each assessee, of the total area of all lands 
which are assigned to the same class. 

36. (1) The Collector shall issue a notice calling upon persons who 
may wish to claim to be assessed as hhagcha^i tenants or landlords of 
hhagchasig to apply to him by a fixed date. 

(2) No person shall be assessed as a hhagchasi tenant unless he is 
proved to be such, to the satisfaction of the Collector, by the produc¬ 
tion of an entry in a record-of-rights published after the 2lBt February, 
1929, or of a document in which his landlord expressly admits him to 
lie a tenant or of an order of the Civil Court holding him to be such. 

37. An assessment list shall be signed by the Collector, or by an 
ofiicer authorised by him generally or specially, and published in the 
manner specified in rule 17 for publication of a notice under rule 14. 


Notice of demand under section 14. 

38. (1) There shall be a separate notice of demand under section 
14 in respect of the land held by the assessee in each mauza. 

(2) Such notice shall show, in respect of such land, the total areas 
assessed in each class. 

(3) Such notice shall show the area of any land occupied by the 
assessee as a hhagchasi tenant or a Iduigchasi landlord and the name of 
the hhagchasi landlord or the hhagchasi tenant concerned. 

(4) Such notice shall be in form B annexed to these rules and may 
be signed by any officer authorised by the Collector. 

39. A notice of demand under section 14 may be served in any of 
the following ways: — 

't 

(a) a copy may be tendered or delivered to the assessee by or in the 

presence of the officer who has signed it and such officer shall 
record on the original notice a note that this has been done, 
or 

(b) a copy may be served in the manner laid down .in rule 179 of 

the Bengal Practice and Procedure Manual. 


Modification of assessment list under section 15. 

40. The Collector may by general or special order appoint an 
officer or officers to receive or inquire into representations made under 
sub-section (1) of section 15 by persons whose names are included in 
an assessment list. 

41. (1) An officer appointed under rule 40 may,* by a written order 
giving the reason, reject summarily any representation made under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 16. 

(2) Such order shall be subject to confirmation by the Collector. 

42. A claim by any person that his name should be substituted for 
or added to the name of any assessee in respect of any assessment shall be 
rejected if such assessee does not admit the claim to be justified. 

43. An officer appointed under rule 40 may cause an inquiry into a 
representation to be made by any other officer appointed under tnat rule 
who is subordinate to hM.' 

44. (1) "WTien an officer appointed under rule 40 has inquired into 
a representation he shall submit a report, with hia reconunendations, to 
the Collector who shall pass orders thereon. 
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(2) Any modification which the Collector orders to be made in an 
assessment list shall be initialled and dated by him or by an officer 
authorised generally or specially by him. 

< 45. Jhe republication under sub-section (1) of section 16 of the 

assessment list shall be made in the manner specified in clause <a) of 
rule 17 for publication of a notice under rule 14. 

46. ^ A revised notice of demand shall Ibe in form B annexed to these 
rules But shall be marked “modified under section 16.” 

Addition to or alteration in assessment list under section 16. 

47. If, during a period fixed by the Local Government under section 
9 and after the publication of an assessment list under section 13, the 
Collector is satisfied that aiiy entry in such list should be altered owing 
to any error that has been detected or owing to a change of occupier 
by succession, bequest, sale, mortgage, gift or lease or oy order of a 

■"Court or in any other manner or that any land, in respect of which an 
improvement levy has not been imposed, has been brought under, or 
become fit for, cultivation, he may after such inquiry as he thinks fit 
alter such entry or add to the list the name of the person liable to pay 
the improvement levy in respect of such land at the rate determined by 
the Collector. 

48. Any alteration or addition made under rule 47 or in accordance 
with sub-section (2) of section 1(1 shall be initialled and dated in the 
manner specified in sub-section (2) of rule 44. 

Copies of assessment list (section 19). 

49. Copies of entries in an assessment list shall be made available 
in the manner laid down in rules 286-297B of the Bengal Becords 
Manual, 1917, on payment of the fees prescribed therein. 

Abatement and Remission (section 20). 

5(r. If the Executive Engineer in charge of any canal which is an 
improvement work is of opinion that the outturn is deficient over any 
considerable area owing to a failure to supply water from such canal in 
sufficient quantity or at the proper time, he shall make a report to the 
Collector. 

51. When the Collector receives a report under rule 60 or has reason 
otheiwise to believe that the outturn is deficient over any considerable 
area, he shall make or cause to be made a local enquiry as to the extent 
of any deficiency. 

62. (1) Any person, wlio considers that the outturn of any land, in 

respect of which he is liable to pay improvement levy, is so deficient as 
to justify abatement or remission of the levy, may apply by a petition to 
the Collector for such abatement or remission. 

(2) If the Collector does not, for a reason which he shall record in 
writing, summarily dismiss such petition, he shall make or cause to be 
made a local inquiry as to the extent of any deficiency. 

53. No remission or abatement shall ordinarily be granted as a result 
of a petition under rule 52 if the Collector is satisfied that the paddy on 
the land concerned was reaped before, or within fifteen days after, the 
presentation of the petition, unless an inquiiy under rule 61 or rule 62, 
in respect of the outturn of such land has been completed before the 
crop was cut. 

64. (1) If as a result of an inquiry made under rule 61 or rule 62 

the Collector considers that there has been or will be any serious 
deficiency in the outturn of any land, he shall decide what has been or 
is likely to be the actual outturn of such land per acre. 

(2) If it a[)ppar8 that sUch deficiency in outturn was due to any 
neglect on the part of the occupier or to his failure to cultivate such land 
in accordance with the standard, which in the opinion of the Chief 
Estimating Officer under rule 26, is reasonable for the cultivation of land 
of the sort to which such land belongs, the Collector shall decide 
summarily what would have been the probable outturn if theassessee had 
not been neglectful or had cultivated the land in accordance with such 
standard. 

Explanation .—^Failure to take full ad'vantage of any facilities for irri¬ 
gation that have been afforded by an improvement work shall be deemed 
to be neglect.

55. When the Collector has decided the actual outturtt ot Ae 
probable outturn under rule 54, he ehall calculate the figure by whieh 
such outturn per acre exceeds or falls short of the estimate, as ^prored 
by the Local Government, of the average outturn, before tlm improve¬ 
ment, of land of that clasB. If the figure exceeds such estimate the 
Collector shall determine, as far as may be in the manner laid down^ in 
rules 28 and 33, a hypothetical rate of improvement levy (o) which 
might have been imposed on the land in question if the fipmre thus cal¬ 
culated had been substituted for the estimate, accepted by the Local 
Government under sub-section (2) of section 8, of the avera^ increase 
in outturn, and (b) as regards the Damodar Canal area, which might 
have Ijeen realised if sub-section (6) of section 10 had not been enacted. 

66. (1) If the hypothetical rate of improvement levy determined 
under rule 65 is higher than the rate entered in column 7 of the 
assessment list for the land in question, the Collector shall not allow 
any abatement or remission. 

(2) If such hypothetical rate is lower than the rate entered in 
column 7 of the assessment list for the land in question, the Collector 
shall, subject to rule 57, allow a remission of the improvement levy at 
the rate of one anna per acre, calculated to the nearest anna, for every 
complete anna by which such hypothetical rate falls short of the rate 
entered in column 7 of the assessment list. 

(3) If the outturn per acre, as decided by the Collector under rule 54, 
falls short of the estimate, as approved by the Local Government, of the 
average outturn, before the improvement, of land of that class, the 
Collector shall, subject to rule 57, allow total remission of the improve¬ 
ment levy.

(3) An assessee shall pay the improvement levy, either directly or 
by money order, to an officer thus appointed within the area or circle 
where the land in respect of which the assessment is made is situated. 

(4) If the assessee pays the improvement levy by money order he 
shall (^uote therein the number and date of the demand notice in respect 
of which the payment is made.

—The hours of work 
fixed by the Commissioners shall be conspi¬ 
cuously printed on a board with the name of 
the lessee and displayed in a conspicuous 
place in the slaughter-house. 

4. The slaughter-house shall be suflScient- 
ly lighted to allow for work after dusk. 

5. Trees shall not be permitted to over¬ 
hang the premises. The slaughter-house may 
be enclosed by wire-netting to prevent the 
entrance of birds. 

6 . No portion of the slaughter-house shall 
be used for living or sleeping unless it is 
separated from the place where animals are 
slaugrhtered by a substantial wall apd contains 


a window or windows opening directly to the 
air and of dimensions not less than one-tenth 
of the superficial area of the floor space. 

7. No person suffering from any conta¬ 
gious or infectious disease shall be employed or 
allowed to enter the slaughter-house. 

8. Bones, offal, gut, hoofs, horns and other 
refuse shall be kept in properly constructed, 
covered and removeable vessels made of. non- 
absorbent material until arrangements can be 
made to remove them. 

9. At the close of every worTcing day every 
floor or pavement shall be thoroughly washed 
and all fragments of Mt, blood or other 
matters detached in the process of dis¬ 
embowelling and skinning shall be collected 
and placed in suitable vessels or receptacles 
to be forthwith removed with their covers 
from the slaughter-house for disposal in a 
manner approved by the Commissioners. 
Each such vessel shall be constructed of non- 
absorbent material and shall hav» a closely 
fitting cover and shall contain a sufficient 
quantity of deodorant or disinfectant. 

10. At the close of every working day every 
bench, table, tub, vessel, utensil or imple¬ 
ment, which has been in use during the day, 
shall he thoroughly cleansed with water con¬ 
taining a deodorant or disinfectant. 

11. At the close of every working dav all 
filth, blood or refuse whidi may have been 
splashed upon any inside portion of the 
slaughter-house shall be removed by scraping 
or other effectual means. 

12. Every vessel or receptacle when not 
in use .shall be kept thoroughly clean. 

13. Within the first ten days of March, 
June, September and December the interior 
of the slaughter-house above the floor or pave¬ 
ment shall bo thoroughl.y wa.shed with hot 
lime-wash if such place has been in use as a 
slaughter-house since the last occasion on 
which it was so washed : 

Provided that if an.v part thereof is covered 
with impervious material, it shall be sufficient 
to cleanse the same thoroughly with water. 

14. The interior of the slaughter-house 
shall not be allowed, by reason of want of 
repair to the surface thereof, to facilitate the 
absorption of anjr li(][uid filth or refuse or 
other noxious or injurious matter.

By-laws under section <192 of the, Bengal 
Municipal .let, 19,12, for control, etc., 
of dangrrou.t di.'teases (Cholera, Saiallpow.

1. General. —In these by-laws “patient” 
means a person sutVering from or suspected to 
be suffering from any dangerous disease or 
likely to suffer from any such disease owing 
to exposure to infection or contagion. 

2. On the outbreak of any dangerous 
disease in any building other than a public 
hospital the persons referred to in section 377 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, shall, 
within 12 hours after he becomes cognizant of 
the existence of the disease, give information 
respecting the existence of such disease, 
together with a brief history, the cause so tar 
as it can be ascertained, (he duration and the 
number of ])ersons affected thereby, either per¬ 
sonally or in writing, to (lie Health Officer 
or Sanitary Inspector or any other officer 
apjiointed by the ikuumissioners in this liehalf.

3. If any— 

(a) mill, 

(h) factory, 

(c) workshop, 

(d) tea-garden, or 

(e) other place, 

where more* than 00 persons are employed is 
situated— 

(i) within the municipality, the owner, 

occupier or jierson in charge of-such 
mill, factory, workshop, tea-garden 
or other place; 

(ti) within 2 miles of the limits of the 
munieii)ality, and the office of busi- 
ne.ss of such mill, factory, workshop,

mill, factory, workshop, tea-garden or other 


place, notify such occurrence to the Health 
Officer, Sanitary Inspector or any other officer 
appointed by the Commissioners in this behalf 
in the manner and within the time specified in 
by-law 2.

Provided that no officer shall enter any 
building for siu-h investigation between sun- 
sot and sunrise and all such investigations 
shall be conducted with due regard to the 
social and religious customs of the family 
affected. 

7. Isolation and segregation .—AVhen in 
the opinion of the Health (ifficer or of a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector or of any registered medical 
imactitioner specificallv consulted by tiie Com¬ 
missioners in this behalf, the isolation of a 
patient is a precaution necessary for^he pre¬ 
vention of infection or contagion tinfrn&^’ieigh- 
bouriug population, the Goniinissioners shall 
order the patient to observe isolation and may 
direct the nearest relative in attendance on the 
patient, or the occupier of the building in 
which the patient is staying to arrange for the 
isolation of the patient in such manner and 
for such a period as may be approved by the 
Health Officer, Sanitary Insi)eotar or the re¬ 
gistered medical practitioner: 

Provided that Commissioners shall not 
direct the patient to be removed from the 
building unless, in the opinion of the Health 
Officer or Sanitary Inspector or the registered 
medical practitioner, it is impossible to make 
proper arrangements for his isolation therein.

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8 . When under the provisions of section 
378, the Oommissioners have decided that the 
isolation of a patient in a hospital or a tem¬ 
porary treatment camp erected for the pur¬ 
pose, is necessary for the prevention or con¬ 
trol of the spread of infection, they sliall 
serve a notice in writing to that effect on the 
nearest relative in attendance on the patient 
or the occupier of the building in which the 
patient is staying, specifying the time of 
removal and have the patient removed to a 
hospital or treatmipt camp in such manner as 
may be directed by the Health Officer or a re¬ 
gistered medical practitioner selected by the 
Commissioners for the purpose. 

9. Persons suffering from smallpox shall 

be segregated for six weeks from the date of 
appearance of the eruptions on the skin and 
in the case of Cholera, Plague, Uiphtheria, 
Corebro-sj)inal Meningitis and any other 
disease declared to be a dangerous disease by 
notification under section until the 

Health Officer or any registered medical prac¬ 
titioner certifies the patient to he free from 
infection. 

10. No person shall enter any place where¬ 
in a patient is isolated without the permission 
of the Health Officer or a registered medical 
practitioner.

may order that any person who has, in their

By-laws for the. prevetitioTi. of the spread of 
plagyp. atul the destruction of rodents, etc. 

1. Rat-proof bins or receptacle.s .— ^When 
required by the Commissioners to do so for the 
prevention of the outbreak or spread of 
pla^e, every owner or occupier of a building 
shall provide therein a rat-proof bin or re- 
ceptaole for the temporary dejiosit of food 
residue, cups, plates and other utensils prior 
to washing. 


2. Rai-^oof dust bint .—^The Commission¬ 
ers may provide rat-proof dust bins for the 
depositing of sewage, rubbish and offensive 
matter. 

3. Notification of rat mortality. —When¬ 
ever the (^mmissioners apprehend any out¬ 
break of plague they may require by beat of 
drums prompt notification of cases of mortal¬ 
ity among rats in any building or on any 
land; whereupon the owner or occupier of 
such building or land shall forthwith give 
information of any such occurrence to the 
Health Officer or the Commissioners either 
personally or in writing. 

4. Rat destruction. —Whenever the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting shall decide on the 
destruction of rats as a measure to prevent the 
outbreak or spread of plague within the 
municipality, it shall bo lawful for the Com¬ 
missioners to make necessary arrangements for 
such destruction by smoking rat holes and by 
j)lucing rat traps and rat poison baits in any 
building, or land consistently with the safety 
of the building and its occupants. 

6. Disposal of dead rats. —When required 
by the Commissioners to do so for the preven¬ 
tion of any outbreak or spread of plague, the 
owner or occupier of every building or land 
in which a dead rat is found shall forthwith 
place it in kero.sene oil, until its disposal by 
burning can be arranged. 

G. Disinfection. —When required by the 
Commissioners to do so for the prevention of 
the outbreak or spread of plague, the owner 
or occupier of a building sliall arrange for the 
cleaning and disinfection, at such intervals 
as may be fixed by the Commissioners, of the 
floor and walls (up to a height of three f^t 
from the floor or plinth) of the building with 
kerosene oil emulsion prepared by boiling half 
u pound of hard soap in half a gallon of 
wiiter, to which four gallons of kerosene oil 
have been subseiiuently mixed. 

7. Disinfection. —The owner or occupier 
of a building in which a case of plague has 
occurred shall arrange for the immediate dis¬ 
infection of the sputum of the patient and 
discharges from bulioes of such patient with 
Lysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in strength of 
one tcuspoonful to a pint of water or in any 
other active germicidal solution. 

8 . Disin-fection of room of pne.t^jnonic 
plague cases. —The Commissionerc- may ar¬ 
range for the disinfection of the room in which 
a case of pneumonic plague has occte^ra^ith 
formalin, gos or with other suitable disin¬ 
fectants. 

9. Arrangement for immunisation. —The 
Commissioners may by beat of drum announce 
the arrangements made for anti-pla^e in¬ 
oculation; whereupon every person shall be 
bound to get himself inoculated; provided that 
no person shall be-lK>und to take inoculation 
who owing to constitutional disability or on 
medical grounds is certified by a registered 
medical practitioner to be unfit for such in¬ 
oculation. 

10. Penalty. —^Whoever commits a breach 
of any of the by-laws 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, T, 8 and 9 
shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to Rs. 60. 
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By-lows for the prevention of rabies in men 
and animals. 

1. The CommiewionerH may require by 
beat of drum that all doga, whenever led or 
taken out into a public street or a public place 
shall be properly muzeled with a leather strap 
or any other similar contrivance. 

2. Any person who has in his possession 
any dog which he knows or has reasou to be¬ 
lieve to be suffering from rabies or to have 
been bitten or snapped at by any dog, jackal or 
any other animal suffering from rabies or sus¬ 
pected to be suffering from rabies shall 
immediately intimate the fact in writing to the 
Commissioners and also to the Health Officer. 

3. Persons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspect¬ 
ed to be suffering from rabies shall report the 
fact to the Commissioners in such details as 
may bo required by the Commissioners. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of anv of the 
by-laws shall be punishable with a fine which 
may extend to Bs. 50. 

liy-lnws for the control of vialaiia. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has boon decided upon by the 
Commissioners at a meeting, it shall be law¬ 
ful for the Commissioners to treat all tanks, 
ponds, wells and water collections periodically 
with larvacicles. 

2. The owner of every drain or open cess- 
ool shall when required i)y the Commissioners 
y a u(»tice in writing treat such drain nr cess¬ 
pool with ])roper larvacides as a measure for 
the destruction of mosquitoes at iut.»'r\als of 
not more than 10 days, provided tliat the 
necessary materials are supplied by the (/’oin- 
missioiiers. Tlie (Commissioners may them¬ 
selves arrange for such inea.sure being taken 
by their owm staff. 

3. The Commissioners may by notice in 
writing require the owners of any land to pro¬ 
vide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary condition provided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 

4. The' owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required bv the Commissioners by 
a notice, in writing within a period to he speci¬ 
fied in such notice, provide mosquito-proof 
coverinjM for all ces.spools within the premises 
and shall coiwtruct yard gullies communicat¬ 
ing with the drains. 

5. Ji*il«p(^wner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
rererve tank for storage of water in his pre¬ 
mises to be made mosquito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern or 
reserve tank shall conform to the following 
conditions— 

(a) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or 
by the Chief Engineer, Public Health 
Department, and shall be kept closed 
by strong bolts and nuts or almll be 
secured by lock and key. The lids 
should not be opened until required 
for inspection by an officer authorised 
by the Commissioners in that behalf 
or for repair works. 


(b) The warning pipe or the overflow pipe 
attached to the cistern or reserve .tank 
shall be protected by a perforated 
metal cap of a standard pattern ap- 

£ roved by the Health Officer or the 
[unicipal Engineer or the Chief 
Engineer of the Public Health De¬ 
partment. 

(c) The punch holes in the cisterns or re¬ 
serve tanks made by the municipal 
officers shall be either utilised for 
c.ouiici tiug pipes or properly closed. 
(tl) Water gauges necessitating an aper¬ 
ture in the roof or the sides of the 
cistern or reserve tank shall be mos- 
quito-proof. 

(e) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 
water closets should be of mosquito- 
proof pattern. 

(/) Tf the cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid, as an alternative, every 
opening shall be covered with a mos¬ 
quito-proof screen consisting of wire¬ 
netting of at least sixteen meshes to 
the inch each way or any other 
material which will effectively pre¬ 
vent ingress or egress of mosquitoes. 
In the case of non-provision of mos¬ 
quito screen all unscreened containers 
shall be completely emptied every 
seven days and thoroughly cleaned 
and dried. 

6. No new water connection shall be given 
to any building until the storage cisterns in¬ 
stalled therein have been inspected and certifi¬ 
ed to be mo8(iuito-proof by the Health Officer or 
the Municipal Engineer or any other coinpo-* 
tent person authorized by the Commi.ssioners 
in th is behalf. 

7. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be numbered by the Commis¬ 
sioners to facilitate inspection. 

8. Every cistern reserve tank or flush cis¬ 
tern shall be in good repair or .sliall bo replaced 
by new ones when nwessary. 

9. If any cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern lie found on examination by the Health 
Offic-er or any other ofTu^er appointed by the 
Comniissioners to do such work, to b(' nou- 
mosqiiito-proof or otherwise not in conformity 
with any of the aforesaid conditions he lay by 
written notice require the owner or occupier 
of the premises— 

(a) to replace the same, or 
(h) to make such alteration therein as may 
lie specified in the notice. 

10. If any notice issued under by law 9 is 
not complied with within seven days from the 
date of service thereof, the Commissioneis may 
forthwith carry out the work and t‘ e costs 
thereof shall be paynblo by the person ou whom 
the notice’was issued. 

11. When the Commissioners or any 
department of Government have constructed 
any work with the object of prevention of 
breeding of mosquitoes, the owner or occupier 
of the premises on which such works stand 
shall preveut such premises being used iu any 
manner whatsoever that is likely to cause the 
deterioration or lessening of the eflicicKcy of 
such work. 
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12. Whoever commit b a breach of any of 
the foregping by-laws, via., 2, 4, 5, S, .10 and 
11 shall be liable to a fine which may extend 
to Rs. 50. 

13. Any person who without the consent 
of the Commissioners interferes with, or in¬ 
jures or destroys'or renders useless any works 
executed or any materials or things placed in, 
under or upon any premises, by or under the 
authority of the Commissioners referred to in 
by-laws, 1, 2 and 10 shall be liable to a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 50.

• hy flies or other insects.

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, sweetmeats or other prepar¬ 
ed articles of food and every vendor or haw¬ 
ker of such articles shall keep the same in a 
glass-case or almirah provided with wire gauze 
screen so as to keej) away flies or other insects. 

2. Evt'iy owner or occupier of a ini-ai «>r 
fish shop or sfnll .shall, when reijuircd by tlie 
Comini.ssioners hy a notice in writing, make 
his siiop or stall fly-proof with suitnbh- 
materials. 

3. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by tlie Commissioners b.v 
a notice in writing, provide fly-proof recep¬ 
tacles for the collection of rubbish ami other 
offensive matter until tliese can bo deposited 
in such jilace us may be provided by the Com¬ 
missioners for tjio purpo.se. 

4. lN’ho(‘vcr commits a breach of any of the 
by-laws 1 to 3 shall be liable to a flue which 
may extend to fifty rupees, and in the case of 
a continuing offence to an additional fine 
which may extend to five rupees per diem. 

By-laws reyulating rag-flock many facto rr and 
trade in rags and hones. 

1. Tn these b.v-laws—“rag-flock” means 
flock which has been produced wholly or part¬ 
ly by tearing up woven or knitted or felted 
materials, whether old or new, but doc's not 
include flock obtained wholly in the process of 
scouring and finishing or newly' woven or 
newly knitted or newly felted fabrics. 

2. No person shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for sale any rug-flock manufactured from 
rags or \isc for the making of au.y artit.de of 
uphol.ster.v, cushions or beddings, any such 
flock unless it conforms to the standard pre¬ 
scribed below uTid unle.s.s such flock ha.s been 
disinfected to the satisfaction of the Commis¬ 
sioners. 

The amount of soluble chlorine (as ebiorides) 
removed by thorough washing with distilled 
water at a tein])erat ure not exceeding 25° 
centigrade from not le.ss than 40 grammes of 
a well-mixed sample of rag-flock shall cot ex¬ 
ceed 30 parts of chlorine in 100,000 parts of 
the flock. 

3. No person shall trade in rags oi in 
second hand clothing or bedding, unless the 
Ilcnlih OlKccr or the Commissioners arc satis¬ 
fied ahont the cleanliness of sueh articles and 
also about the freedom of sueh articles from 
infection of any dangerous disease. 

4. No person shall trade in hones or pro¬ 
ducts of hones unless such articles have been 
disinfected before importation or exposure of 
sale, to the satisfaction of the Health Uflicer 
or the Commissioners. 


5. Whoever commits a breach ol any of 
the-by-laws 2 to 4 shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to fifty rupees. 

By-law regarding disposal of refuse or wasts 
matter or other matter or thing conta¬ 
minated with or exposed to infection or 
contagion. 

No person shall dispose of any refuse, waste 
matter or other matter or thing, which has 
been contaminated with or exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion, except by burning or burial, 
after proper disinfection, at a safe distance 
from sources of water-supply.

By-laws regulating the, use of, and pre.vention 
of nuisance in regard to, public water- 
supply, bathing and washing places, 
streams, channels, tanks and v>ells. 

Definition. 

]. In these hy-laws the word “phannel” 
shall include “nala”, “river’'', “stream”,

Whom the Act affecte. 

1. The Act a(t>plies to the payment of wages to persons in this factory receiving less than Rs. 200 a 
month. 

2. No employed person can give up by contract or agreement his rights under the Act. 

Definition of wages. 

3. “ Wages ” means all remuneration payable to an employed person on the fulfilment of his con¬ 
tract of emlpoyment. 

It includes bonus and any sum payable for want of a proper notice of discharge. 

It excludes ;— 

(o; the value of house-accommodation, supply of light, water, medical attendance, or other amenity 
or of any service excluded by the Governor General in Council or the Local Government; 

(6) the employer’s contribution to a pension or provident fund ; 

(c) travelling allowance or concession or other special expenses entailed by the employment; 

(d) any gratuity payable on discharge. 

Responsibility for and method of payment. 

4. The manager of the factory is responsible for the payment under the Act of wages to jiersons em¬ 
ployed under him, and any contractor employing persons is responsible for payment to the persons he 
employs. 

6. Wage-periods shall be fixed for the payment of wages at intervals not exceeding one month. 

6. Wages shall be paid on a working day within 7 days of the end of the wage-period (or within 10 
days if 1,000 or more persons are empk)ycd). 

The wages of a person discharged shall be paid not later than the second working day after his dis¬ 
charge. 

7. Payments in kind are prohibited. 

Fines and deductions. 

8. No deductions shall be made from wages except those authorised under the Act {see. jiaragraphs 
9—1.5 below). 

9. (1) Fines can lx; imposed only for such acts and omissions as the employer may, with the previous 
approval of the Chief Inspector of Factories, specify by a notice displayed at or near the main entrance 
of the factory and after giving the employed person an opportunity for explanation, 

(2) Fines— 

(а) shall not exceed hnif-an-anna in the rupee ; , 

(б) shall not be recovered by instalments, or later than sixty days of the date of iinposition ; 

(c) shall be recorded in a register and applied to such purposes beneficial to the ent^iaf«^)erBons 
as approved by the Chief lnsix;ctor of Factories ; 

(d) shall not bo imposcxl on a child. 

10. (a) Deductions for absence from duty can be made only on account of the absence of the 
employed person at times when he should be working, and such d^uetion must not exceed an amount 
which is in the same proportion to his wages for the wage-period, as the time he was absent in that period 
is to the total time he should have Iwon at work. 

(6) If ten or more employed persons, acting in concert, absent themselves without reasonable cause 
and without due notice, the deduction for absence can include wages for eight days in lieu of notice, but:_ 

(1) no deduction for breaking a contract can be made from a person under 15 or a woman, 

(2) there must ^ a provision in writing which forms part of the contract of employment, requiring 

that a specific period of notice of intention to cease work not exceeding 16 days or the period 
of notice which the employer has to give to discharge a worker, must be given to the employer 
and that wages may be deducted in lieu of such notice. 

(3) The above provision must bo displayed at or near the main entrance of the factory. 

(4) No deduction of this nature can bo made until a notice that this deduction U to be hae beep 
posted at or near the main entrance of the factory. 
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(6) No deduction must exceed the w^s of the employed Mrson for the period bjr which the nqticb 
he gives of leaving employment, is less than the notice m should give under his contract. 

11. Deductions can be made for damage to or loss of goods expressly entrusted to an employed person 
or for loss of money for which he is required to account, where such danu^ or loss is due to his ne^ct or 
default. 

Such deduction cannot exceed the amount of the damage or loss caused and can be made only after 
giving the employed person an opportunity for explanation. 

12. Deductions can bo made, equivalent to the value thereof, for house accommodation, amenities, 
or services (other th^ tools and raw material) supplied by the employer, provided these are accepted by the 
employed person as a part of the terms of his employment and have in the case of amenities and services 
been authorised by order of Government. 

13. (o) Deductions can be made for the recovery of advances, or for adjustment of overpayment of 
wages. 

(6) Advances made before the employment began can only be recovered from the first payment of 
wages for a complete wage-period but no recovery can be made of atlvances given for travelling expenses 
before employment began. 

(c) Advances of unearned wages can be made at the paymaster’s discretion during employment. 

14. Deductions can be ma<te for subscription to amd for repayment of advances from any recognised 
provident fund. 

15. Deductions can be made for payments to co-operative soeieties approved by the Local Government 
or to the postal insurance, subject to any conditions imposed by the Local Government. 

Inejtecliona. 

16. An Inspector can enter on any premises, and can exercise powers of inspection (including examina¬ 
tion of documents and taking of evidence*) as he may deem necessary for carrying out the purjioses of the 
Act. 

Complaints of deductions or delays. 

17. (1) Where irregular deductions are made from wages, or delays in payment take place, an employed 
person can make an application in the prescrilK*d form uithin 6 months to the Authority appointed by the 
Local Government for the purjtoHC*. An aj)plication delayed Is-yoiid this period may be rejected unless 
sufficient cause for the delay is shown. 

(2) Any legal practitioner, official of a registeml trade union, Inspector under the Act, or other person 
acting with the permission of the Authority can make the comjilaiiit on behalf of an employed person. , 

(3) A single application may be presented by, or on behalf of, any number of persons belonging to the 
same factory the payment of whose wages has bi*e'n delayed. 

Action by the Authority. 

18. The Authority may award compensation to the employed person in addition to ordering the pay¬ 
ment of delayed w ages or the rt'iund of illegal deductions. 

If a malicious or vexatioiw complaint is made, the Authority may impose a penalty not exceeding 
Rs. 50 on the applicant and order that it be paid to the employer. 

Appeal against the Authority. 

19. An appeal in the prescribed form against a direction made by the.Authority may be preferred 
within 30 days in Madras, Bombay, Calcutta, Rangoon to the Court of Small Causc-s and el^where to the 
District Court— 

\a) by the paymaster if the total amount directed to be paid exceeds Rs. 300 ; 

an employed person, if the total amount of w ages withheld from him or his co-workers, exceeds 
50 ; 

(c) by a person directed to pay a penalty for a malicious or vexatious application. 

Punishments for breaches of the Act. 

20. Any one delaying the payment of wages beyond the due date, or making any unauthorised 
deduction from wages is liable to a fine up to Rs. 500, but only if prosecuted with the sanction of the 
Authority or the appellate Court.

{Hi) bears a stamped, embossed, painted or 
printed warning exhibiting in cons- 
picuous characters the words 
^‘Carbide of Calcium—Dangerous 
if not kept dr 3 ^’ and the following 
caution:— 

"The contents of this package are liable, 
if brought into contact with mou~ 
ture, to give off a highly inflam- 
viable gas.” 

CHAPTER I. 

Importation of Carbide of Caloium, 

3. Ports of importation. —Carbide of Cal¬ 
cium .shall not be imported except at the Ports 

of—

4. Duly of master or agent in part .—(1) 
The master or the agent of the owner of every 
ship arriving ai any port and carrying carbide 
of calcium shall, on entering the port and be¬ 
fore landing any cargo, declare in writing to 
the Collector of flustoms and also to the Port 
Officer, the quantity and de8<‘ription of such 
carbide of calcium. 

(2) The master shall moor the .ship in such 
pla«!e us the Port Officer may direct, and while 
any carbide of calcium remains on board, shall 
not, except for the purpose of proceeding to 
sea, remove the ship without the Written per¬ 
mission of the Port Officer. 

(3) The master shall ensure that the hold 
<if every ship bringing carbide of calcium into 
port shall be efficiently ventilated from the 
time the vessel enters the port until all the 
carbide of calcium on board has been dis¬ 
charged or until the ship has left the port. 

5. HeceptaC'les .^—(]) Carbide of calcium 
shall be brought into port only in prescribed 
1 eceptacles. 

(2) The receptacles shall be of such 
strength and construction or so protected as 
not to be liable to be broken or to bwome 
defective or insecure in transit otherwise than 
by gross negligence or extraordinary accident. 

(3) No such receptacle shall be capable of 
pontfttnmg wore thw 260 pounds oi carbide, 
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6. Defectvee receptaclet ,—The Collector of 
CuBtoms ma^ require that any rweptacle con¬ 
taining carbide of calcium which does not 
satisfy the requirements of rule 6 or which is 
broken or defective shall be submerged in deep 
water in the harbour without compensation to 
the consignee. 

7. Opening of receptMcles in port .—No re¬ 
ceptacle containing carbide of calcium shall 
be opened within the limits of a port. 

* 

8. Precautiunx agninxt contact with water. 
—Every reasonable precaution shall be taken 
to prevent the contact of water or moisture 
witli any carbide of calcium brought into port,, 
and, where such contact may have occurred, 
to prevent ignition of the gas given off. 

9. Facilities to hr afforded to inspecting 
officers .—The master or the agent of the owner 
of anj' ship in port with carbide of calcium 
on board shall, when so reejuired by the 
Collector of Customs or by the Port Officer or 
by any officer authorised under sections 13 
and 14 of the Act, show to such officer all 
carbide of calcium under his control or on 
board, and shall afford every reasonable facility 
to enable such officer to inspect such carbide 
of calcium so as to ascertain whether these 
rules are duly observed. 

10. Landing of carhide of c^ilcinm. —(1) 
Carbide of (ittlcium shall be lauded only with 
the permission of the Collector of Cu.stoms and 
at such place or places ns he may direct. 

(2) Carbide of calcium shall be landed only 
between sunrise and sun.set. 

(3) Unless the consignee is ready to take 
immediate delivery, carbide of calcium shall 
not be landed at Tavoy or Mergui except in 
<]uantities not exceeding five pounds, kept in 
prescribed receptacles, each containing not 
more than one pound. 

11. liemoral after landing .—All carbide 
of calcium landed, from any ship sliall be 
removed without unnecessary delay to some 
duly licensed place of storage, and. if convey¬ 
ed by water, shall be conveyed only in an open 
barge duly certified as stiitable for the con¬ 
veyance of carbide of calcium by an officer 
appointed by the Oovernor General in Council 
in this behalf. 


^ CHAPTER II. 

Transport of Carbide of Calcium. 

12. Transport in quantities not e.reeeding 
S pounds .—Carbide of calcium transported in 
any quantity not exceeding five pounds shall 
be packed in prescribed receptacles each con¬ 
taining not more than one pound. 

13. Transport in quantities e.reeeding 
5 pounds .—Carbide of calcium in quantity 
exceeding five pounds shall not be transported 
except under the following conditions: — 

(o) The carbide shall be contained in pre¬ 
scribed receptacles no one of which 
shall be capable of containing more 
thou Sbd pounds of carbide, 


(6) The carbide shall not be deposited at 
any time dhring transit in any build- 
ing other than a building fulfilli^ 
the requirements of rules 20 and 22 
and shall not be stored in any such 
building except in accordance with 
the requirements of rule 23. 

14. Transport hy railway.^ —(1) Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in clause (b) of 
rule 13, carbide of calcium while in the custody 
of a railway administration for transport, 
shall not be stored in any railway goods shed, 
but shall bo stacked in the open under water¬ 
proof sheets and shall be so placed as to pre¬ 
vent any receptacle containing it from getting 
wet. 

(2) Where the carbide of calcium is con¬ 
veyed by rail it shall be subject to all the regu¬ 
lations which may from time to time be pre¬ 
scribed generally or specially in that behalf 
by the railway administration over whose line 
it is conveyed. 

fd) All lights shall be kept awav from car¬ 
bide of calciiim stacked as provided in sub- 
rule (1). 

15. Transport hy passenger train. —Where 
carbide of calcium is transported by passenger 
train— 

(i) the quantity carried by any one train 

shall not exceed 500 pounds; 

(ii) the vehicles containing carbide of 

calcium shall be well ventilated and 
as for ns possible water-tight; 

(Hi) no naked lamp or other artificial light 
capable of igniting inflammable gas 
shall be taken into a vehicle con-* 
taining carbide of calcium. 

10. Transport hy sieam-ressel. —^Where 
carbide of calcium is conveyed by steam-vessel 
it shall be .stowed in such part thereof and in 
such manner as may be approved by the Port 
Officer, if it is being conveyed within the 
limits of a port, and by a District Authority 
in other cases. 

17. Restriction on delivery and despatch 
of carhide of calcium .—(1) No person shall 
deliver any carbide of calcium to any one 
other than the holder of a storage licence or 
his authorized agent or a railway administra¬ 
tion. 

(2) No person shall despatch any carbide of 
calcium to any one other than the holder of a 
storage licence: 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to 
the delivery or despatch to any person of 
carbide of calcium in quantities w’hich are 
permitted by these rules to be stored without 
licence. 

CHAPTER III. 

• • 

Storage of Carbide of Caleium. 

18. Carhide of calcium to he *‘commer- 
cially pure.” —No carbide of calcitim shall be 
kept at any place, with or without a licence, 
unless it is “coramercfally pure,” i.c., unless 
it contains no impurities which would render 
the gas evolved liable to ignite spontaneously. 
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19. lAeence for ttorage .—^STo person shall 
stPri any carbine of oaloiiun except under a 
Uaa&ee Ranted under these rules: 

Prorided that ifo. licence shall be required 
for the storage of carbide of calcium— 

(t) in any quantity not exceeding five 
pounds^if it is kept in prescribed 
receptacles each containing not more 
than one pound; 

(it) in any quantity exceeding five and 
not exceeding twenty-eight pounds 
if it is kept in prescribed receptacles 
and the following conditions are 

. observed: — 

«• 

(o) the receptacles shall be stored in a 
dry and well ventilated place; 

(b) due precautions shall be taken to 
revent unauthorised persona from 
aving access to the carbide; 

(c) notice shall be given of such storage 
to the District Authority and free 
access shall be afforded to any duly 
authorized person to inspect the 
premises where the carbide is stored 
and the generator, if any, is 
situated; 

(d) where a fixed generator is used on 
the premises detailed instriudions 
as to the care and use of the 
generator shall be kept constantly 
posted up in a place where they 
can conveniently be referred to by 
the generator attendant. 


^ 20. Storage buildingx. —(1) Carbide of cal¬ 
cium shall be stored— 

(а) if in quantities aggregating not more 

than f)00 pounds—in a siiitable un¬ 
inhabited building at least 20 feet 
away from any other premises: pro¬ 
vided that quantities not exceeding 
260 pounds may be stored in a place 
connected with a shop at a distance 
not less than 10 feet from any other 
premises; 

(б) if in quantities aggregating more than 

500 pounds and not more than 3,000 
ounds—in a suitable uninhabited 
uilding at least 40 feet away from 
any other premises; 

(c) if in quantities aggregating more than 
3,(^ pounds—in an uninhabited 
building at least 100 feet away, from 
any other premises. 

(2) Not more than fift.v tons of carbide of 
calcium shall be stored in any one building. 

21. Power to reduce distances .—The dis¬ 
tances laid down in sub-rule (1) of rule 20 
may be reduced by the Chief Inspector where 
screen walls are provided or other special 
precautions are taken or where there are 


special circumstances that in the opinion of 
the Chief Inspector warrant the reduction. 

22. Construction of stmage buildings.— 
Every building for the storage of carbide of 
calcium shall be— 

(o) constructed of non-inflammable mate¬ 
rial, with non-inflammable roofs and 
with tiled, paved, cemented, iron or 
steel floors raised at least a foot 
above the ground level; and 

(b) well ventilated and water-tight to the 
satisfaction of the licensing autho¬ 
rity. 


23. Arrangements hi storage buildings .— 
Carbide of calcium shall be stored only on 
racks or trestles standing at least one foot 
aliove the level of the floor of the building, 
and no articles of an inflammable or com¬ 
bustible nature shall l>e kept in the same 
building. 

24. Disposal of carbide of calcium if wet. 
—If an.v carbide of calcium becomes wet at 
any time it shall be destroyed by being sub¬ 
merged in deep water under instnudions from 
the licensing authority. If deep water is not 
available, the wet carbide of (calcium shall be 
spread out in the oj)en in an isolated position, 
and all precautions shall be taken to prevent 
lights being brought near until the material 
has given off all its gas. 

Note. —The fact of carbide of calcium 
having become wet will be indicated by the 
outward appearance pf the drum, and probably 
by a disagreeable odour, showing a leakage 
of gas. 

2.6. Precautions by vendor.—(11 Ever>' 
vendor of carbide of calcium, delivering any 
quantity exceeding half a pound to any 
person, shall deliver it to him in a prescribed 
receptacle, 

(2) No vendor shall open more than one 
receptacle at a time for the purpose of deliver¬ 
ing carbide of calcium. 

26. Children .—No person under «the age 
of 15 years shall be employed in br allowed to 
enter any premises licensed unde^hfisejrules. 


CHAPTER IV. 


Manufacture of Acetylene Cat. 

27. Application of Chapter. —(1) The rules 
in this Chapter shall be observed by every 
person holding a licence for the storage of 
carbide of calcium granted under these rules 
who uses such carbide for the manufacture of 
acetylene gas. 

(2)_ In this Chapter, apparatus means any 
appliance for the manufacture of acetylene 
gas, including all generators wd gas-holders. 
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28^ Construetion of appaTatu».—(l) The 
spparstuR shall be so constructed that lime 
sludge cannot gain access to any pipes intend- 
^ for the passage of gas or the circulation of 
water. 

(2) The use of glass in water gauges, sight 
boxes, etc., shall be avoided, but where glass 
is absolutely necessary as part of the apparatus 
it shall be effectively protected against frac¬ 
ture. % 

(d) The apparatus shall be so constructed 
that it is not possible, even by inc.orrect mani¬ 
pulation of co(;ks, to seal the generating 
chamber hermetically. 

(4) The air space in a generator shall be as 
small as is consistent with the proper working 
of the apparatus. 

(6) No metal containing more than 80 per 
cent, of copper shall he present in any portion 
of the apparatus including the devices for 
preventing the passage of oi^gen into the 
acetylene supply pipes, the pipe lines and the 
other fittings, hut excluding the nozzles of the 
blow pipes. 

(6) The various parts of the apparatus shall 
be of adequate strength to withstand any 
pressures that may be generated therein. 

(7) The size of the jiijies carrying the gas 
shall bo proportioned to the maximum rate of 
generation, so that undue back jiressure from 
throttling may not occur. 

29. Efidency of appnratvx .—The apjiara- 
tus shall have an efficiency of at least 90 per 
cent. 

30. Temperature of apparatus .—^The tem¬ 
perature of any . part of the apparatus, when 
working, shall not exceed ]80°P. 

Note. —The temperature may he ascertained 
Iby placing short lengths of wire, drawn from 
fusible metal of a suitable melting point in 
those parts of the apparatus in which heat is 
liable to he generated. 

31. * Preffiure. —(1) The apparatus used 
shall not be made to work at a pressure ex- 
cee<liiig4fit^ inches water column : 

Provided that if it he shown to the satis¬ 
faction of the licensing authority that a 
higher pressure is necessary in any generating 
apparatus and that such higher pressure may 
be used without danger, the licensing 
authority may allow the use of higher pressure 
up to a maximum of 250 inches water column 
on the condition that the a]>paratus is fitted 
with suitable safety devices. A generator 
operating at a higher pressure than 60 inches 
■^ater column shall have clearly marked on it 
the water column at which it works. 

(2) In the use of the apparatus, regard shall 
be had to the danger of stoppage of passage 
of the gas and a consequent increase of 

presrare. 


32. Precemtions against escape of gas.~^ 
(1) Escape of gas from the apparatus shaif be 
carefully guarded against. 

(2) Gasholders shall be fitted with blow off 
pipes carried up to a suitable point in the 
open air. 

33. Decomposition of carbide. —(1) The 
carbide shall be completely decomposed in the 
apparatus, so that the lime sludge discharged 
therefrom shall not be capable of generating 
more gas. 

(2) The apparatus shall give no tarry or 
other heavy condensation products from the 
decomposition of the carbide. 

34. Residue. —(1) An open tank shall be 
jjrovided in the open air, for the reception of 

.all residue from the carbide; and such residue 
shall remain for at least ten hours in not less 
than four times its bulk of water in such tank. 

(2) Precautions shall be adojited for pre¬ 
venting any lime sludge from being dis¬ 
charged into the drains. 

35. Attendants. —(1) No person shall have 
charge of an apparatus until he has been pro- 
j)erly instructed in its management. 

(2) A label or printed card giving fully 
detailed instructions as to the use of the 
a]>puratus shall he exhibited on or in close 
proximity to the apparatus. Such instruc¬ 
tions shall not presu]»pose any expert know¬ 
ledge on the part of the attendant. 


CHAPTER V. 


Lioenoes. 

36. Applications for licences .—A person 
wishing to obtain or to renew a licence to .store 
carbide of calcium under these rules shall suR)- 
mit an application in Form A to the authority 
empowered \inder rule 37 to grant such 
licence. 

37. Grant of licences .—Licences for 
storage may he granted by the licensing 
authorities set forth in Schedule I a]>pended 
to these rules in the Forma, for the [)urpose8, 
for the ])eriods and on payment of the fees 
sj)ecified tlierein. 

38. Particulars of /I’ccwcr.-- Every licence 
granted under these rules shall he lield sub- 
.iect to the conditions endorse<l on it and shall 
contain all the particulars which are con¬ 
tained in the Fi»rm j>rescrihed for it by these 
rules. 

• ^ 

39. Power of licensing authority to alter 
conditions. —(1) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in rule 38, the licensing authority 
may omit, alter or add to any of the conditions 
specified in the prescribed form of licence. 

(2) This power shall not be exercised by the 
District Authority without the prior concur¬ 
rence of the Chief Inspector. 
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■ 40. Amendment of lioen<ie».—{l) Any 
licence granted under these rules may be 
amended , by the authority sn^nting such 
licence provided that the amendments are not 
' in conflict with any of these rules. 

(2) A licensee who desires to have his 
licence amended^ shall submit it to the 
licensing authority with an application stat¬ 
ing the nature of the amendment and the 
reasons for it. 

(3) The fee for the amendment of a licence 
shall be one rupee plus the amount (jf any) 
by which the fee that would have been payable 
if the licence had originally been issued in the 
amended form exceeds the fee paid for the 
original lidfence. 

41. Renewal of licences. —(1) A licence may 
be renewed by the authority empowered to 
grant such licence. 

(2) Every application for the renewal of a 
licence shall be made not less than thirty days 
before the date on which the original licence 
expires, and, if the application is so made, the 
premises sliall bo held to be duly licensed until 
such date as the licensing authority issues the 
renewal licence or until an intimation that the 
renewal of the licence is refused has been com- 

• municated to the applicant. 

(3) The same fee shall be charged for the 
renewal of a licence as for a new licence. 

42. Refusal of licence. —(1) A licensing 
authority refusing to grant, amend or renew' 
a licence, shall record his reasons for such 
refusal in writing. 

(2) A copy of the order containing the 
reasons for such refusal shall be given to the 
applicant on payment of a fee of one ru|)ee. 

43. Forfeiture of licence. —Every licence 
granted under these rules shall be. lia;ble to he 
forfeited for any contravention of the Act, or 
of any rule made thereunder, or of any con¬ 
dition contained in such licence, or for any 
other reason deemed by the licensing authority 
to be good and suflicient, and recorded by 
him in writing. 

44. Appeals. —fl) Any person may appeal 
to the Governor General in Council from an 
order of the Chief Inspector refusing to grant, 
amend or renew a licence or forfeiting a 
licence. 

(2) Any person may appeal to the imme¬ 
diate official superior of the District Authority 
from an order of the District Authority 
refusing to grant, amend or renew a licence 
or forfeiting a licence. 

(3) Every appeal shall be in writing and 
shall be accompanied by a copy of the order 
against which the appeal is made. 

(4) The immediate official superior of the 
District Authority shall consult the Chief 
Inspector before ])aseiug orders on any appeal. 

45. Transfer of licences for storage .— 

(1) The holder of a licence for the storage of 
carbide of calcium may, at any time before 
the expiry of the licence, apply for permis¬ 
sion to transfer his licence to another person. 


(2) Such application shall be made to the 
licensing authority who shall, if he approves 
of the transfer, enter upon the licence, under 
his signature, an endorsement to the effect 
that the licence has been transferred to the 
person named. 

(3) A fee of one rupee shall be charged on 
each such application. 

(4) The person to whom the licence is so 
transferred shall enjoy the same powers and 
be subject to the same obligations under the 
licence as the original holder. 

46. Procedure on deMf.h or disability of 
licensee. —(1) Where a licensee dies or 
becomes insolvent or becomes mentally in¬ 
capable or otherwise disabled, the person 
carrying on the business of such licensee 
shall not be li.ible 1o any penalty or for¬ 
feiture under the Act or these rules for 
exercising the 2 )OW'pr 8 granted to the licensee 
by the licence during such time as may 
leusonably be necessary fo allow him to make 
an application for a new licence in his own 
name for the unexpired portion of the 
original licence. 

(2) A fee of one rui)ee shall be charged 
for a new licence for the unexpired portion 
of an original licence granted to any person 
applying for it in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of this rule. 

47. Loss of licence .—Where a licence 
granted under these rules is lost or accident¬ 
ally destroyed, a duplicate may be granted 
on payment of a fee of one rupee. 

48. Payment of fees. —(1) Every applica¬ 
tion for the grant or renewal of a licence 
shall be accora])aniod by the fee payable 
thereon. If the licence is not granted or 
renewed, the fee shall Im> refunded. 

(2) All fees chargeable under these rules 
in respect of licences granted by the District 
Authority shall be paid by means of impressed 
stamps. 

(3) The payment of all other fees under 
these rules shall be made in cash or by 
cheque. 

m 

49. Power to e.Tem,pt from payvtent of fees. 
—^The Governor General in Counc il lOfty. by 
general or special order, grant slimpiion 
from, or reduction of, any fee payable under 
these rules. 

60. Production of licences on demand .— 
(1) Every person holding or acting under a 
licence granted under these rules shall pro¬ 
duce it, or an authenticated copy of it, at the 
place to which the licence applies, when 
called upon to do so by the Chief Inspector 
or an Inspector or any Magistrate, or any 
Police Officer not below the rank of an 
Officer in charge of a police-station. 

(2) Copies of any licence may, for the pur¬ 
poses of this rule, be authenticated free of 
charge by any of the aforesaid officers or by 
the authority which granted the licence.

Draft Pules. 

1. (a) Title and application .—These rules 

may be called the Hazardous Operations (Sand 
Blasting) Rules, 1937. 

(fe) They shall apply to all factories in which 
the operation of sand blasting, as specified in 
rule 2, is earned on. 


2. Sand blasting means the use of a jet of 
sand, metal shot, grit or other abrasive, pro¬ 
pelled by a blast of compressed air or steam. 

3. Declaration of operation as hazardous. 
—Sand blasting is declared to be a hazardous 
operation when carried on in any factory. 

4. Prohibition of the employment of 
women, adolescents and children. —No woman, 
adolescent or child shall be employed in any 
factory on the operation specified in rule 3. 

5. (7) Protective helmets and gauntlets .— 
No person shall be allowed to perform sand 
blasting or to assist at sand blasting in the 
open air, or be allowed to work within 30 feet 
of sand blasting apparatus in operation in the 
open air, unless he is wearing a suitable pro¬ 
tective lielmet and gauntlets. 

(2) No person shall be allowed to work in 
or remain in a sand blasting chamber whilst 
the sand blasting u)ipurutus is in oi>eratinn, 
unless he is w'eariiig suitable ]»rote<-(ive helmet, 
t)veralls and gauntlets. 

{•'i) Tlie occupier shall .jtrovide and main¬ 
tain suitable protective helmets and gauntlets 
for the use of all ]»ersons jjcrforming sand 
blasting, or assisting at .sand blasting, or work¬ 
ing w'itliin 30 fei-t of sand blasting in the open 
air, and .suitable })rotective helmets, overalls 
and gauntlets for the use of all juTsons, work¬ 
ing in or remaining in a sand blasting cham¬ 
ber while the .sand blasting ut>]>uratus is in 
operat ion. 

(4) A protec-tive helmet shall not be con¬ 
sidered suitable unless it carries tin* distin¬ 
guishing murk of the i)erson to whom it is 
issued and by whom it is intended to be u.sed 
and is provided with a .sufficient supply of 
pure air for breathing and ventilation, together 
with suitable arrangements to j)ermit the 
escape of the exjdred air. 

(•j) No person shall wear a protective helmet 
that has been worn by another per.son unless 
and until such protectiv<‘ helmet shall have 
been thoroughly disinfected.

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BESOLTJTION. 


New Delhi, the 29th October 1986. 

No. M.-966.—^The Government of India 
have, for some time, had under consideration 
the question of devising measures for conserv¬ 
ing the coal assets of this country by improv¬ 
ing the methods of extraction and preventing 
avoidable waste. The serious extension of fires 
in the main coalfiel^ has added urgency to 
this problem and by increasing the danger to 
life brought into prominen<‘.e the necessity of 
affording greater protection to persons employ¬ 
ed in mines. 

2. Certain emeigency steps have been taken 
with the concurrence of the TiCgislature for 
the pnitection of the miners, but the Govern¬ 
ment of India have reasons to think that these 
are not likely to prove adequate in future 
years. A very large amount of coal is now 
standing in pillars and its extraction must 
necessarily involve a larger degree of danger 
than is ordinarily attendant on the driving of 
galleries by which the bulk of the coal has lieen 
extracted in the past. It is also probable that 
losses of coal due to fires and collapses will 
ill the future lie more extensive than they have 
been in the past unless proiier steps are taken. 
The Government of India have accordingly de¬ 
cided, as already announced in the I^egislative 
Assembly, to appoint a Committee of experts 
to inquire into the methods of extracting coal 
underground and to report on the measures 
which should he taken— 

(»■) t<. secure the safety of those employed 
on this work, and 

(iVi l(> itrevent avoidable waste of coal. 

In connection with part (ti the Committee 
are asked to consider specially— 

(а) the dangers arising from underground 

fires; 

(б) the dangers arising from collapses of 

working; and 

(c) the suitability of the explosives in use, 
wd of the methods of using and stor¬ 
ing them. 


In conneotion with, part (u) the Committea 
are asked to coasidier specially— 

(a) the control that should be excised 

over mining methods to ensure that a 
substantial proportion of the coal is 
not rendered incapable of. extraction; 

(b) the extent to which it is desirable and 

practicable to enforce the partial or 
complete filling of the space from 
which coal is removed by incombusti¬ 
ble material; and 

(c) the manner in which the cost of any 

action that may be recommended 
sbould be met.

India alon^ with Burma is now treated as one producing country for the purpose* 
of the International Agreement relating to the tea control s^eme, which will remain 
in force till the 31st March, 1938. The Indian Tea Control Act, 1933, which was 
passed to give effect to this scheme, Sets up one Ldcensing Committee for the whole of 
British India, including Burma, and restricts the total annual exports of tea from 
British India including Burma to the amount of the Indian Overseas Export Allot¬ 
ment for the year. But with effect from the date of separation of Burma from 
India, it will be ne(^es8a^y to have separate liicensing authorities and separate over¬ 
seas export allotments for British India and Burma, on the same lines as are already 
provided in twe case of the rubber control scheme. The present Bill is designed to 
give effect to that object.

2. In section 4 of the Indian Lac Cess Act, 1930, for XXIV of 
the w<irds “Biliur and Orissa'’, where they occur in 
clause (v) of sub-scction {4) and in clauses (ii) and (v) 
of sub-section (-5), the word “Bihar” shall be substi¬ 
tuted. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Clause (v) of sub-section {4) of section 4 of the Indian Lac Cess Act, 1930, as 
unieudecl by the Indian Ijac Cess {Amendnient) Act, J93(i, provides fur the nomina¬ 
tion to ilie (loverning Bo<l.v of the Indian Lac Cess Committee of two members 
representing the cultivators of lac to be nominated by the Government of “Bihar 
and Orissa”. At the time when the amending Bill was introduced in the last session 
of the T.egislative Assembly the new pro^inoeof Orissa bad not been constituted; 
but it was the intention that both members would be nominated from what is now the 
jjrovince of'Bihar. In reply to an enquiry whether the cultivation of lac in Orissa 
is considered t«) be of sutKcient importance to justify a re]>resentative from that j)ro- 
vince the tlnveriimenl of Orissa have agreed to the appointment of both members frtmi 
Bihar for the present. An amendment of the Act is proposed for the purpose of 
substituting “Bihar” for “Bihar and Orissa”. 

2. In adilition to the amendment referred to above it is also proposed to amend 
claiises (ii ) and (v) of sub-section (o) of section 4 of the Act us it was not intended 
that the tJovernnieut of Orissa should be represented on the Advisory Board of the 
Indian Lac Cess Committee.

Monthly Woathof and Crop Report of Bengal 
for Ootober 1936. 

I, Character of the season .—During the 
month under review, the rainfall was above 
the average in ten districts of the province 
and below the normal elsewhere. The usual 
rainfall statement is appended. 

Tl. Progress of agricultural operations .— 
Preparation of lands for and sowing of spring 
crops were progressing. 

III. State of standing crops .—The condi¬ 
tion of standing crops was generally satisfac¬ 
tory. 

IV. Prospects and prohahle outturn .—The 
prospects of standing crops including winter 
rice were reported to be favourable. The out¬ 
turn of sugarcane was estimated to be 84 per 
cent, of the normal. 


„Y. Damage to standing crops .—^No damage 
to standing tiropB was reported from any 
of the province. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock .—Tho 
condition of live-stock was, on the whole, fair. 
Stray cases of cattle-disease, however, were re¬ 
ported from ten districts of the province and 
from Cooch Bebar and Tripura States. 

VII. _ Failure of pasturage and fodder .— 
Instifficiency of fodder was reported from parta 
of Nadia, Murshidabad and Pabna. 

VIII. Prices of food grains .—During the 
second fortnight of the month, the retail 
prices of common rice of the cheapest quality 
rose in six districts and fell in two. The 
prices ranged from 9 seers per rupee in Bang- 
pur to 16 seers per rupee in the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition of agricultural popula¬ 
tion .—The condition of agricultural popula¬ 
tion was, on the whole, fair except in parts of 
24-Pargana8, Nadia, Murshidabad, Bankura 
and Burdwan, where distress continues.

The Report of the Board of Revenue 
on the Land Revenue Adminis¬ 
tration of the Presidency for 
the year 1935-38. 


During the >ear under report, ex¬ 
cept in trie Dacca and Chittagong Divi¬ 
sions, weather conditions were most 
unfavourable to agriculture. There was 
an almost complete failure of crops in 
wide tracts of certain West Bengal dis¬ 
tricts. The situation was aggravated 
l)y exceptionally heavy local floods in 
August and finally by a c'omplete ab¬ 
sence of rain from Se].’temlrer onwards. 
It was evident that scarcity and possibly 
famine would result. Prompt measures 
were taken to meet the situation by open¬ 
ing test relief works and by granting 
agricultural loans and gratuitous re¬ 
lief. Nine lakhs of rupees were distri¬ 
buted in agi'icultural loans and a sum 
of Rs. 47,262 was also allotted for gra¬ 
tuitous and charitable relief. As 
scarcity conditions were likely to ex¬ 
tend over most of West Bengal an addi¬ 
tional Commissioner was appointed in 
January 1936 to control and supervise 
relief operations. 


Ejjgji in Eastern and Northern Bengal, 
wBeie conditions were distinctly better, 
there were few showers in February and 
March and the sowing of Jute and aus 
paddy was delayed. In Rangpur to¬ 
bacco was damaged by a hail-storm, 
which also destroyed the crop over an 
area of 4 square miles in the Falakata 
tahsil in Jalpaiguri. In Malda the 
floods of August damaged the standing 
crops while the second rise in the Ganges 
ana Mahananda in September partly 
destroyed the Kalai crop. The out¬ 
turn oj crops was fair in tne ChititagOTig 
Division. 


Tlie material condition of the 
people hnproved. somewhat in Eastern 
Bengal hiit deteriorated in Western Ben¬ 
gal. As. a result of a vigorously organ¬ 
ised propaga^a to reduce the area un¬ 
der jute there was a rise in the price 
of the raw commodity though the great¬ 
est increase occurred at a time when 
the cultivators had alrea4y sold most 
of their stock. The increased cultiva¬ 
tion of sugarcane caused a slump in ite 
price. Owing to prolonged economic 
depression, cultivators had no reserve 
out of which to meet the demands for 
lent and payment of interest on their 
debts. In Western and Northern Ben¬ 
gal esjiecially many zamindars found 
themselves hard piit to it to pay their 
' Government dues. Rural banks and 
private money-lenders were also ham¬ 
pered in their activities. 

The wages of both .skilled and un¬ 
skilled labour showed a tendency to fall. 
The landless middle class people with 
fixed incomes were, on the whole, in a 
slightly better position, but unemploy¬ 
ment among the educated and semi-edu¬ 
cated classes continued to be a serious 
})roblem. The economic condition of 
the people improved generally in dis¬ 
tricts which were not affected by 
weather conditions as in the Duars, in 
Tippera and Noakhali and in almost 
all the districts of the Dacca Division. 
One reassuring feature, worthy of men¬ 
tion, is that theie is re])orted to be very 
little increase in the indebtedness of 
cultivators. This appears to be due in 
part to inability on the part of the 
debtors to incur fresh debts and also to 
an increasing desire to reduce existing 
debts. Attempts are also being made by 
them to increase their income by the 
cultivation of substitute crems and in 
other ways. The Debt Conciliation 
Boards which were at work all over the 
Chandpur subdivision and part of the 
Sadar subdivision in Tippera succeeded 
in many cases in effecting amicable and 
considerable reduction in the debts 
and satisfactory settlement between 
creditors and debtors. 

2. The current demand of land revenue 
was Rs. 3.12,00,.').57. which show-ed an 
increase of Rs. 2,57,305 over that of 
the previous year, and collections were 
73 -54 per cent, of the total and 101T6 
pel* cent, of the current demand. The 
fact that there were only 1,577 sales 
as against 25,262 defaults indicated the 
leniency with which the sale law^ was 
administered. 
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3. In comparison with the previous 
3 rear, the cost of management of Govern¬ 
ment es^tes increasecT by Rs. 1,03,530, 
the percentage oi cost on current de¬ 
mand being 9 -5 against >^'5 in the pre 
vious year. A sum of Rs. 1,80,009 re¬ 
presenting 2-5Tper cent, of the current 
demand was spent on agricultii,ral, 
sjinitary and miscellaneous improve¬ 
ments, while a sum of Rs. 1,51,023 re¬ 
presenting 1^ per cent, on collections 
from Government estates was made over 
to the district boards of the province for 
the development of roads and communi¬ 
cations in or leading to (government 
estates. 

4. Agricultural demonstrations were 
carried out in the districts of Jessore, 
Jalpaiguri, Bogra, Maida and Darjeel¬ 
ing and in the several districts of the 
Chittagong Division. In furtherance 
of the scheme to encourage Bhadralok 
youths to take to agriculture as a means 
of reducing unemployment, lands were 
allotted to the sia;th batch of Bhadralok 
youths, on the completion of their train¬ 
ing on the Faridpur Agricultural farm. 
In the 24-Pargana8 100 bighas of land 
were settled with Bhadradok agricul¬ 
turists. In Chittagong 76-78 acres of 
land has been settled with a graduate 
Bhadralok. In Malda about 180 bighas 
of land was settted with one Muham¬ 
madan graduate. 

The number of schools and of pupils 
attending them in Government estates 
increased by 144 and 13,880 respectively 
during the year under review. 


4. The year under rmort ‘ was the 
twen^rnizith of the colonisation 
schame of the Baka^ani Sunderbons. 
In the 24-Paraanas sunaerbans (coloni¬ 
sation of whi^. was in its twenty-firrt 
year) no new area was taken up for re¬ 
clamation. The total sum advanced by 
(government for reclamation in the 24- 
Parganas and Bakarganj Sunderbans 
and the total income derived from these 
areas up to the end of the year under 
report were Rs. 32,54,608 and 
Rs. 46,04,118, respectively. 

6. The general health of the people in 
the Bakarganj Sunderbans area was 
good; there was no material impiove- 
ment, however, in their economic condi¬ 
tion. In the 24-Parganas Sunderbans 
the health of the colonists was better 
than in the previous year. The outturn 
of crop was however poor due to adverse 
weather conditions. 

7. Taking the province as a whole 
relations between private landlords and 
tenants were on the whole satisfactory, 
while in Government estates the rela¬ 
tions between the khas mahal tenants 
and the Government tahsildari establish¬ 
ment continued to be satisfactory. 

8. Thanks of the Governor in Coun¬ 
cil are due to the Board of Revenue for 
the efficient administration of the bran¬ 
ches of work under the Board.

Building by-lavs regulating construction of 
buildings in less advanced munidpalities 
(section 328 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 
1932). 

1. Particulars to accompany application 
of erecting or re-erecting a masonry building. 
—^Every person who intends to erect or re-erect 
a masonry building shall forward to the 
Chairman an application with a plan and 
specification of the building and a site-plan of 
the land on which he proposes to make the 
erection or re-erection. In the said applica¬ 
tion he shall give a description of the building 
and its dimensions, and shall indicate the posi¬ 
tion of the site, the number assigned to it in 
the assessment book, its dimensions and such 
other particulars as may be required by the 
Commissioners. 

2. Floor of buildings used for manufac¬ 
ture and- storage of article for human con¬ 
sumption. —The floor of every masonry build¬ 
ing intended to be used for the manufacture 
or storage of articles for human consumption 
shall be constructed of some impermeable 
material approved by the Commissioners. 

3. Building over municipal drain, —A 
masonry building shall not extend over any 
municipal drain. 

4. Level of floor. —The lowest floor of every 
masonry building erected or re-erected from 
the ground shall be constructed at such level 
as will admit of the construction of a drain 
sufficient for the effectual drainage of the 
building, and placed at such level as will 
admit of the drainage being led into an exist¬ 
ing or projected municipal drain. 

5. Foundation. —Except with the sanction 
of the Commissioners, the foundation of a 
masonry building shall rest on natural ground. 

6. Plinth. —The plinth of a masonry build¬ 
ing shall be at least two feet above the level 
of the centre of the nearest street: provided 
that the plinth of stables and cow-sheds need 
not be more than one foot above such level. 

7. Walls in building exceeding one storey 

in height.—^1) If a masonry buildii^ exceeds 
one storey in height— • 

(o) no part of any wall, other than a cor¬ 
nice or a moulding, shall overhang 
any part of a wall underneath it: ana 
(6) every wall shall be of such thickness 
as the Commissioners may consider 
necessary to ensure safety, regard be¬ 
ing had to the height of the building, 
the materials of which it is construct¬ 
ed and the purpose for which it is 
intended.

9. Height.—Ho masonry building exceed¬ 
ing fifty feet in height shall be erected vrith- 
out the special permission of the Commis¬ 
sioners. 

10. Site-plan. —The site-plan sent to the 
Chairman under ifUe 1 shull be drawn to a 
scale of not less than one-fiftieth of an inch to 
a foot, shall be sent in duplicate and shall 
show— 

(а) the boundaries of tlie site and of any 

contiguous land belonging to the 
owner thereof; 

(б) the position, form and dimensions of 

privies, urinals, drains, cesspools, 
stables, cattle-sheds, cow-sheds, wells 
and other appurtenances of the build- 

(c) the space which it is proposed to leave 

about the building to secure the free 
circulation of air, the admission of 
light and access for scavengering 
purposes; and 

(d) such other particulars as may be re¬ 

quired by the Commissioners. 

11. Building-plan. —The plan of the build¬ 
ing (and the elevations and sections, whenever 
necessary), sent to the Commissioners under 
rule 1, shall be neatly and accurately drawn 
to a sc.ale of not less than one-eighth of an 
inch to a foot, shall be sent in duplicate and 
shull show— 

(rt) the depth and width of the foundation 
of the building; 

(6) the level of the lowest floor of the

13. Signature of plans, elevations and sec¬

Anthrax. 

1. If so required by the Commissioners for 
the prevention of anthrax, every case of sudden 
death of an animal shall bo reported to them 
for proper investigation as to the existence of 
anthrax within the municipal limits. 
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2. TLe carcass of an animal known or 
suspected to have died of anthrax shall not 
be skinned, but the whole carcass shall be dis¬ 
posed of either by*burninp completely or by 
burial in lime. In the latter «*se the carcass 
shall be buried in quicklime at a depth of nt 
least six feet below the pround level. 

3. Whenever^the removal of the carcass of 
an animal suspected to have died of anthrax 
to a place of disposal is decided upon, the 
removal shall be conducted under the strict 
supervision of the Health Officer or other 
competent officer appointed by the Commis¬ 
sioners in this behalf with due repard to 
measures necessary to prevent the spread of m- 
faction therefrom. 

4. EvA-y stable in which an animal has 
died of anthrax shall be thorouphly disin¬ 
fected with suitable material. For lime-wash 
the Commissioners may require that four 
ounces of chloride of lime containinp 33 per 
cent, of available chlorine should be mixed 
with every pallon of water. 

5. The wool, fur or hair of animals known 
or suspected to have contracted anthrax, if 
already collected, shall be destroyed at once and 
the place or places where such materials were 
kept shall be thorouphly disinfected in the 
manner laid down in by-law 4. 

6. When required by the Commissioners to 
do so for the prevention of the spread of 
anthrax, the owners or manapers of tanneries 
or woollen mills shall not dispose of any trade 
waste or refuse from such tanneries or mills 
which has been exposed to infection or con- 
tapion except by burninp or after proper dis¬ 
infection in the manner specified by the Com¬ 
missioners. 

For the above purpose a mixture of half a 
pint of commercial carbolic acid per pallon of 
waste water from tanneries may be used.

1. General .—In these by-laws “patient” 
means a person suffering from or suspected to 
be suffering from any dangerous disease or 
likely to suffer from any such disease owing 
to exposure to infection or contagion. 

2. On the outbreak of any dangerous 
disease in any building other than a public, 
hospital the persons referred to in section 377 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, shall, 
within 12 hours after he becomes cognizant of 
the existence of the di.sease, give information 
respecting the existence of .such disease, 
together with a brief hi.story, the cause so far 
as it can he ascertained, the duration and the 
number of jtersons affected thereby, either per¬ 
sonally or in writing, to the Health Officer 
or Sanitary Inspector or any other officer 
appointed by the Coniiuissioners in this behalf. 

Fine, Ks. 50. 

3. If any— 

(a) mill, 

(5) factory, 

(c) work.shop, 

(</) tea-garden, or 
place, 

where more than 50 persons are employed is 
situated— 

(i) within the municipality, the owner, 
occupier or person in charge of such 
mill, factory, workshop, tea-garden 
or other place;

(/) give public notice of the places or 
buildings affected and take such other 
steps under section 376, as they deem 
necessary for the prevention of the 
spread of the disease; 

{ii) depute the Health Officer or any other 
officer appointed by them in this 
behalf to investigate into the causes 
of the outbreak in such manner as 
they deem suitable: 

Provided that no officer shall enter any 
building for such investigation between sun¬ 
set and sunrise and all such investigations 
shall be <'onducted with due regard to the 
social and religious customs of the family 
affected. 

7. Isolation and segregation .—When in 
the opinion of the Health tffficer or of a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector or of any registered medical 
practitioner specifically consulted by the Com¬ 
missioners in this behalf, the isolation of a 
patient is a precaution necessary tor the pre¬ 
vention of infection or contagion to the neigh¬ 
bouring po])ulation, the Commissioners shall 
order the patient to observe isolation and may 
direct the neaiest relative in attendance on the 
patient, or the occu])ier of the building in 
which the patient is staying to arrange for the 
isolation of the patient in such manner and 
for such a period as may be approved by the 
Health Dfficer.

8. When under the proviaions of section 
378, the Commissioners hsye decided that the 
isolation of a patient in a hospital or a tem¬

11. Miscellaveouf. — The Commissioners 
may order that- any person who has, in their 
opinion or in the opinion of the Health Officer, 
Sanitary Inspector or any registered medical 
practitioner, been exposed to infection from 
any dangerous disease shall take such drugs 
in such quantities as may be specified by the 
Health Officer or any registered medical prac¬ 
titioner, or shall submit himself to such vac¬ 
cination or inoculation, at such time and 
place, as may be specified in the order.

16. If in the opinion of the Health Officer 
or Sanitary Inspector or any other person 
authorized by the Commissioners in that be¬ 
half, the corpse of a person who has died of 
a dangerous disease is likely to spread infec¬ 
tion during removal to the burning or burial 
ground, the said Health Officer, Sanitai^ In¬ 
spector or person shall direct the relative or 
attendants of the dead person to adopt special 
measures while removing the corpse for dis¬ 
posal. 

17. No person shall carry to the burning 
or burial ground a corpse of a person who has 
died of a dangerous disease and for the re¬ 
moval of which special measures have been 
directed to be adopted without adopting such 
measures.

18. If the relatives or attendants of a per¬ 
son who has died of a dangerous disease are 
unable to adopt the measures referred to in 
by-law No. 16 for the removal of the corpse, 
the Health Oftieer or Sanitary Inspector or 
other person referred to in that by-law shall 
liimself arrange for the removal of the corpse 
in the manner directed by him and realize 
the cost from the relatives or attendants of the 
dead person: 

Provided that in the case of the dead body 
<if a pauper or if the relatives of the dead are 
too poor to pay, the cost shall be met from 
the Municipal fund. 

19. The Health Officer, Sanitary Inspector 
or any other person authorized by the Com¬ 
missioners in this behalf may, by a notice in 
writing, reejuire any person to carry out or to 
allow to be carried out by such agency and 
within such time as may be specified in the 
notice, such measures for the disinfection or 
evacuation of any premises exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion from a dangerous dis«ase in 
the occupation of such person or for the dis¬ 
infection or destruction of any of flie perso nal 
effects of a patient as the said Healtlfffhftcer, 
Sanitary Inspector or person may consider 
necessary.

20. The Health Officer, Sanitary Inspector

Such clothes shalf not be sent to a dhobi or 
washerman to be washed nor shall they be 
washed in any source of water-supply, before 
they have been disinfected to the satisfaction 
of the Health Office or Sanitary Inspector.

22. A dhobi or washerman shall not know- 
ingly take clothes from a house where any 
person is suffering from a dangerous disease.

the Commissioners in this behalf has been 
obtained for returning them to the owners 
after being disinfected.

24. A dealer in food-slutts, clothing or 
other articles sliali cease from carrying on 
liis occupation on the occuirence of any dan¬ 
gerous disease in the iiuiiding occupied by him 
and shall not resume his occupation until he 
is permitted to do so by the Health Officer, 
Sanitary Inspector or any <ither person 
authorised by the (Commissioners in this be¬ 
half.

25. AVhen the (\)uiniissioners are satisfied 
that the condition of any ]>rivy, urinal, drain, 
sewer or cesspool is .sucli us to cause the risk 
of an outbreak of any dangerous disease to 
the iniKbitants of tlie iieighlHuirhtmd, they 
inay direct flie oca upier of the land or build¬ 
ing ouwhicb such privy, urinal, drain, sewer 
or c^9]^l is situated to disinfect or to allow 
an officer of tlie Commissioners to disinfect 
the satnn with siudv disinfectants in such 
(juantities and at such times ns may be speci¬ 
fied by them.

By-laws far the prevention of the spread of 
plague and the destruction of rodents, etc. 

1. liat-proof bins or receptacles. —When 
required by the (Commissioners to do so for the 
prevention of the outbreak or spread of 
every owner or occupier of a building 
shall nrovide therein a rat-proof bin or re¬ 
ceptacle for the temporary deposit of'food 
residue, cup«, plates and other utensils prior 
to washing. 


2. Ratrproof dust bins. —The Commission¬ 
ers may provide rat-proof dust bins for the 
depositing of sewage, rubbish and offensive 
mutter. 

3. Notification of rat mortality. —When¬ 
ever the (Jommiseioners apprehend any out¬ 
break of plague they may require by beat of 
drums prompt notification of cases of mortal¬ 
ity among rats in any building or on any 
land; whereupon the owner or occupier of 
such building or land shall forthwith give 
information of any such occurrence to the 
Health Officer or the Commissioners either 
personally or in writing. 

4. Hat destruction. —Whenever the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting shall decide on the 
destruction of rats as a measure to prevent the 
outbreak or spread of plague within the 
municipality, it shall be lawful for the Com- 
Inissioners to make necessary arrangements lor 
such destruction by smoking rat holes and by 
placing rat traps and rat poison baits in any 
building, or land consistently with the safety 
of the building and its occupants. 

5. Disposal of dead rats. —When required 
by the Commissioners to do so for the preven¬ 
tion of any outbreak or spread of plague, the 
owner or occupier of every building or laud 
in which a dead rat is found sliall forthwith 
place it in kerosene oil, until its disposal by 
hurniug can be arranged. 

G. Disinfection. —When required by the 
(Commissioners (o do so lor the prevention of 
the outhreak or spread of plague, the owner 
or occupier of a building shall arrange for the 
cleaning and disinfection, at such intervale 
as may be fixed by the Commissioners, of the 
ffoor and walls (up to a height of three feet 
from tlie floor or plinth) of the building with 
kerosene oil emulsion preiKired by boiling lialf 
a iiound of hard soap in half a gallon of 
water, to which four gallons of kerosene oil 
have lieon subsequently mixed. 

7. Disinfection. —The owner or occupier 
of a building in which u case of plague has 
occurred shall arrange for the immediate dis¬ 
infection of the sputum of the patient and 
discharges from buboi's of such patient with 
Lysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in strength of 
one teaspoonful to a pint of water or in any 
other active germicidal solution. 

8. Disinfection of room of pneumonic 
pliigue coses. —The Commissioners may ar¬ 
range for the disinfection of the room in which 
a case of pneumonic plague has occurred with 
formalin, gas or with other suitable disin¬ 
fectants. 

9. Arrangement for immunisation. —The 
Commissioners may by beat of drum announce 
the aiTungoments made for anti-plague in¬ 
oculation ; whereupon every person shall be 
bound to.get himself inoculated; provided that, 
no person shall be bound to take inoculation 
who owing to constitutional disability or on 
medical grounds is <-ertified by a registered 
medical practitioner to be unfit for such in¬ 
oculation. 

1(1. Penalty. —Whoever commits a breach 
of any of the by-laws 1, 3, 4, 6, 6, 7, 8 and 9 
shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to Es. 50.

By-laws for the prevention of rabies in men 

and animals. 

• 

1. The Commissioners may require by 
beat of drum that ell doji's, whenever led or 
taken out into a public street or a public place 
shall be properly muzzled with a leather strap 
or any other similar contrivance. 

3. Any person who has in his possession 
any dog which he knows or has reason to be¬ 
lieve to be suffering from rabies or to have 
been bitten or snapped at by any dog, jackal or 
any other animal suffering from rabies or sus¬ 
pected to be suffering from rabies shall 
immedinthly intimate the fact in writing to the 
Commissioners and also to the Health Officer. 

3. I’ei'Hons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspect¬ 
ed to be suffering from rabies shall report the 
fact to the Commissioners in such details as 
may be required by the Commissioners. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of any of the 
by-laws shall be punishable W'ith a fine which 
may extend to Rs. 60. 


By-laws for the control of malaria. 


1. Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has been decided upon by the 
Commissioners at a meeting, it shall be law¬ 
ful for the Commissioners to treat all tanks, 
ponds, wells and water collections periodically 
with larvacides. 

2. The owner of every drain or open cess¬ 
pool shall wlien required by the Commissioners 
by a notice in writing treat such drain or cess¬ 
pool with proper larvacides as a measure for 
the destruction of mosquitoes at intervals of 
not more than 1(1 days, provided that the 
necessary materials are supplied by the fJom- 
missioners. The Commissioners may them¬ 
selves arrange for such measure being taken 
by their own staff. 

3. The Commissioners may by notice in 
writing require the owners of any land to pro¬ 
vide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary condition provided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 

4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing within a period to be speci¬ 
fied in such notice^ provide mosquito-proof 
coverings for all cesspools within the premises 
and shall c.oustruct yard gullies communicat¬ 
ing with the drains. 

6. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
rererve tank for storage of water in his pre¬ 
mises to be made mosquito-proof. 


With the above end in view every cistern or 
reserve tank shall conform to the following 
conditions— 

(a) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 

pattern ' approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or 
by the Chief Engineer, Public Health 
Department, and shall be kept closed 
by strong bolts and nuts or ah.all be 
secured by lock and key. The lids 
should not be opened until required 
for inspection by an officer authorised 
by the Comuiissioucrs in that behalf 
or for repair works. 

(b) The warning pijie or the overflow pipe 

attached to the cistern or reseive tank 
shall be protected by a perforated 
metal cap of a standard pattern ap¬ 
proved by tlu‘ Health Officer or the 
Municipal Engineer or (lie Chief 
Engineer of the Public Health De¬ 
partment. 

(c) The punch holes in the cisterns or re¬ 

serve tanks made by the municipal 
officers shall be either utilised for 
connecting pipes or properly closed. 

(d) Water gauges necessitating an aper¬ 

ture in the roof or the sides ol the 
cistern or resi-rve Uiiik shall be mos¬ 
quito-proof. 

(e) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 

water closets should be of uiosijuito- 
proof pattern. 

(f) If the cistern or tank is not provided 

with a lid, as an altcniative, every 
opening shall be coverred with a mos¬ 
quito-proof screen (ronsisting i,f wire¬ 
netting of at least sixteen meshes to 
the inch each way or auv other 
material which will* effectively pre¬ 
vent ingress or egress of mostfuitoes. 
In_ the case of non-provision of mos¬ 
quito screen all unscreened containers 
shall be completely emptied every 
seven days and thoroughly cleaned 
and dried. 

6. No new water connection shall he given 
to any building until the storagd'cisterns in¬ 
stalled therein have been in.Hpeclcd a nd re rtifi- 
ed to be mosquito-proof by the HealthTtlft^r or 
the Municipal Engineer or any other compe¬ 
tent person authorized by the (Commissioners 
in this behalf. 

7. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be numbered by the Commis¬ 
sioners to facilitate inspection. 

8. Every cistern reserve tank or flu.sb cis¬ 
tern shall be in good repair or shall be rsi)laced 
by new ones when necessary. 

9. If any eistorn or rescue tank or flush 
oistam be found on examination iby the Health 
Officer^ or any other officer appointed by the 
Commissioners to- do such work, to be non- 
mosquito-proof or otherwise not in conformity 
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with any of the aforesaid conditions he may by 
written notice require the owner or occupier 
of the premises— 

(a) to replace the same, or 

(b) to make sueh alteration therein as may 

be specified in the notice. 

10. If any notice issued under by law 9 is 
not complied with witliin seven days from the 
date of service theAof, the Commissioneis may 
forthwith carry out the work and the costs 
thereof shall be payable by the person on whom 
the notice was issued. 

11. When the Commissioners or any 
department of Government have constructed 
any work with the object of j.revention ()f 
breedinp of mosquitoes, the owner or orcupier 
of the premises on which sueh works stand 
shall prevent such premises being used in any 
manner whatsoever that is likely to cause the 
deterioration or lessening of the efficieiicy of 
such work. 

12. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the foregoing by-laws, viz., 2, 4, 5, S, 16 and 
11 shall be liable to a fine which may extend 
to Its. 50. 

13. Any person who without the consent 
of the Comniis.sioners interferes with, oi in¬ 
jures or destroys or renders useless any works 
executed or any materials or tilings placed in, 
under or upon any promises, by or under the 
authority of the ('onnni.ssioners referred to in 
by-laws, 1, 2 and lt( shall be liable, to a fine 
which may extend to Its. 50. 


Hy-laws for prevention of the. spread of disease 
hi/ flics or other insects. 

1. Every haker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, swcetineals or other prepar¬ 
ed articles of food and every vendor or haw¬ 
ker of such articles shall keep the same in a 
glass-case or almirah provided with wire gauze 
screen so as to keep away flies or other insects. 

• 

2. Kvery*owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish s hofi or#tall shall, when required by the 
t/oinrflfSlbners by a notice in w'riting. make 
his shop or stall fly-proof with suitable 
materials. 

3. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, provide fly-proof recep¬ 
tacles for the collection of rubbisli and other 
offensive matter until these can bo deposited 
in such place as may be provided by the Com¬ 
missioners for the purpose. 

4. Whoever commits a hreach of aii^ of the 
by-laws 1 to 3 shall be liable to a fine which 
may extend to fifty rupees, and in the case of 
a continuing offence to an additional fine 
which may extend to five rupees per diem. 


By-laws regulating rag-flock tnanufacturc and 
trade in rags arid hones. 


1. In these by-laws—“rag-flock” means 
flock which has been produced wholly or part¬ 
ly by tearing up woven or knitted or felted 
materials, whether old or new, but does not 
include flock obtained wholly in the process of 
scouring and finishing or newly woven or 
newly knitted or newly felted fabrics. 


2. No person shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for sale any rag-flock manufactured from 
rags or use for the making of any article of 
upholstery, cushions or beddings, inj' such 
flock unless it conforms to the standard i)re- 
.scribed below and unless such flock has been 
disinfected to the satisfaction of the Commis¬ 
sioners. 


The amount of soluble chlorine (a.s chlorides) 
removed by thorough wa.shing with distilled 
water at a temperature not exceeding 25“ 
centigrade from not less than 40 grammes of 
a well-mixed sample of rug-flock shall rot ex¬ 
ceed 30 parts of chlorine in 100,000 parts of 
the flock. 


3. No person shall trade in rags oi in 
second hand clothing or bedding, unless the 
Health Officer or the Commissioners are satis¬ 
fied about the cleanliness of such articles and 
also about the freedom of such articles from 
infection of any dangerotis disease. 


4. No person shall trade in bones or pro¬ 
ducts of bones unless such articles have been 
disinfected before importation or exposure of 
.sale, to the salisfartioii of the Health Officer 
or the Commissioners. 


6. Whoever commits u breach of any of 
the by-laws 2 to 4 shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to fifty rupees. 


By-law regarding disposal of refuse or waste 
matter or other matter or thing conta¬ 
minated. with or e..rposed to infection or 
contagion. 


No person shall dispose of any refu.sc. waste 
matter or otlier matter or thing, which has 
been contaminated with or exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion, except by burning or burial, 
after proper disinfection, at n safe distance 
from sources of water-supply.

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Bjrbhuin. —^No. 4639P.H.—24th November 
1936.—W hereas the (iovemment of Bengal 
(Ministi'y of Public Health) are satisfied that 
the distiict of Birbhiun is threatened with an 
outbreak of cholera: 

Wow, therefore, in exercise of the power 
conferred by section 2A, read with sub¬ 
section (i) of section 2 of the Epidemic Dis¬ 
eases Act, 1897 (Act 111 of 1897), the (loveru- 
inent of Bengal (Ministry of Public Health) 
are pleased to prescribe the following tempo¬ 
rary regulations for the prevention .and con¬ 
trol of cholera, and for the medical inspection, 
isolation, observation and surveillance of 
jiersous sphering from, or suspected of being 
infected with, cliolera in tile said district fur 
a i)eriod ot thi ee months: — 

Temporary regulations for the prevention 
and control of cholera. 

1. In those regulations, unless there is 
anything repugnant in the subject or 
coute.\t— 

(tt) “District HealtJi Ollu^er” means the 
Health Ulhcer of the district appoint¬ 
ed by the District Board under sub¬ 
section (J) ol section 91 of the Bengal 
Local Self-Government Act of 1885 
(Bengal Act Hi ol 1885); 

(tj) “Sanitary Inspector’’ means a Sanitary 
Jnspeidor appointed by tlie District 
Board under sub-section (J) of section 
91 of the Bengal Jjucal Sell-Govern¬ 
ment Act of 1885; 

(c) “Board’’ means a district board consti¬ 
tuted under the Bengal Isical Seli- 
Goveinmeut Act of 1885; 

(fl) “Union Board’’ means a union board 
constituted under the Bengal Village 
Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal 
Act V ol 1919); 

(e) “suspected cholera’’ means any disease 
accompanied by vomit ting and 
diarrhosa; 

(/) “patient” means a person suffering 
from or suspected to be suffering fiom 
cholera. 

(ff) “medical practitioner” moans any 
person practising the medicnl pro¬ 
fession. 


2. Whenever any land is held jointly by 
two or more persons, whether as owners or 
occupiers of that laud, such persons shall be 
held jointly and severally liable for carrying 
out any measure ordered in a notice under 
these regulations, and the names of any one 
or more of such joint-holders may be entered 
upon such notice at the discretion of the Dis¬ 
trict Health Officer, and the Distiict Health 
Officer shall not be bound to enter the names 
of all the joint-holders in the notice. 


Notices. 

3. If in any case the District Health Officer 
considers that the issue of a notice under these 
regulations is likely to lead to such an 
amount of delay as might facilitate the 
spread of cholera he may forthwith take such 
steps as he may think fit for carrying out the 
work, and shall theieafter, us soon us possible, 
issue a notice on the persons concerned stat¬ 
ing the reason why sued work has been carried 
out. 

4. If any measure whi«;h the District 
Health Officer has, by a notice issued under 
these regulations, required to Ibe carried out, 
be not carried out to his satisfaction within 
the time stated in the notice the District 
Health Officer shall lie entitled to carri’ out 
the measure. 


Costs and comjiensalion, 

5. (i) All expenses incurred in carrying 
out any work in pursuance ot an order issued 
under these regulations shall be jiaid by the 
Board except in any case whoi'c the order 
directs a person to cany out ‘uy work in 
relation to property in his jiossessiou; in which 
case the ex]>eiises shall be paid ly that 
person: 

Provided that where the conditions, which 
led the District Health Officer to pass such an 
order, are not attributable to any act or de¬ 
fault ot the person in ])osscssion ol the pro- 
jierly, the Board may pay to such pei-son the 
whole or a part of the exjienses iucuned by 
him in carrying out the order. 

(2) The Board may recover all expenses in¬ 
curred by the Distiict Health Officer in curry¬ 
ing out the measures under regulation 4 fioin 
the person or persons to whom the notice was 
originally issued. 

6. 'J’be Board shall pay adequat<> compen¬ 
sation to any person who has sustained sub¬ 
stantial loss or damage by reason of anything 
done under these I'egulations: 

Provided that no jierson shall® receive any 
compensation for anything done or sufti'red 
under these regulations, if he has to 

curry out an order issued under these regula¬ 
tions within the time specified in the order 
and to the satisfaction of the District Health 
(ilficer. 


Liocation of disease. 

7. When a case of cholera or suspected 
cholera occurs in a house, the nearest male 
relative in attendance upon the patient, or 
in the absence of any such relative tlic oc.cu- 
jiier of the house, or if the occupier be the 
patient, some male inmate of the house shall, 
within twenty-four hours of the onset of the 
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disease, give inforiuatioti regarding the occur¬ 
rence of such case either personally or in 
w-riting or by means of the chaukidar or other 
village watchman to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector. 

8. {1) If information has not already been 

given under regulation T, the medical practi¬ 
tioner called in to attend upon any case of 
cholera shall forth\dth give notice of the case 
by a special measen^^r to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector and by post to the District Health 
Officer and the cost of such messenger in each 
case shall be defrayed by the Board. 

{2) The doctor in charge of a bo8]»ital or a 
dispense^ within the district shall forthwith 
give notice of any case of cholera brought to 
such hospital or dispensary for treatment to 
the nearest Sanitary Inspector by a special 
messenger and to the District Health Officer 
by post and the cost of such messenger in each 
case shall be defrayed by the Board. 

0. The firpsidents of union boards shall 
supply to the District Health Officer such 
periodical returns of cases of cholera as he may 
from time to time cull upon them to furnish. 

10. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may examine any person who 
is, or susjiected to he, suffering from cholera 
or who, in his ojiinion, may be infected with 
or likely to sj)iead cholera. 


Location of patienU and evacuation of houses, 
etc. 

11. The District Ilealtli Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may order that anv person, 
who has in his opinion been exposed to infec,- 
tion from cholera, shall take such drugs in 
such quantities as may be specified by the 
District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector 
or shall submit himself to anti-cholera_ inocu¬ 
lation within a time to be specified in the 
order. 

12. Mo person, who is or has been suffering 
from cholera* shall leave the place where he 
has bee^staying until he has received from 
the Bmffct Health Officer or a Sanitary 
Inspector written permission to do so. 

13. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may require any person to 
allow to lie carried out by such agenc^v and 
within such time as ina.y be specified in the 
order, such measures for the disinfection (ir 
evacuation of any premises in the occupation 
of such person or for the disinfection or 
destruction of any of his personal effects, as 
the said officer or insjiector may consider 
neceHsaiy. 

14. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may direct the owner on oc¬ 
cupier of any premises to cause to be inocu¬ 
lated with anti-cholera vaccine within a 
time to be specified in the order any person 


residing on such premises and under the con¬ 
trol of such owner or occupier if the District 
Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is of 
opinion that such person has been exposed to 
infection from cholera. 

16. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may forbid any person who 
has been a patient or who has, to his know¬ 
ledge, been in contact with a patient, to act 
as vendor of any article for such period as 
may be specified in the order. 

1C. Mo person shall sell any article which 
has been in contact with a patient until it 
has been disinfected to the satisfaction of 
the Distric.t Health Officer or a Sanitary Ins¬ 
pector, 


Water-supply. 

17. (1) HTicn the District Health Officer 
or a Sanitary Inspector is of opinion that 
the water in any well, tank, pool or other 
possible source of water-supply is contami¬ 
nated or is likely to be contaminated he may 
at once take such steps as he deems necessary 
to (dose such well, tank, pool or other source 
of water-supply, or may require the owner 
or occupier of land upon which such well, 
tank, pool or source of water-supply is situat- 
c<l, to take steps to close the same to the satis¬ 
faction of the District Health Officer or the 
Sanitary Inspector as the case be, within, 
such time as may be specified in the order. 

(2) The Distiict Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may reciuire such owner or oc¬ 
cupier to keep closed during such a period as 
.shall be specified in the order any well, tank, 
l>ool oi‘ other source of water-supply closed 
under paragraph tl) of this regulation. 

E.rplanatiou .—In this regulation, “to 
close” includes (he placing of chaukidars to 
])revent access to the well, tank, pool or other 
sources of water-supply. 

18. When the District Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector is of opinion that the 
water in any well, tank, pool or source of 
water-supply is contaminated he may disin¬ 
fect it or order its owner or occupier to dis¬ 
infect it with such disinfectants as he may 
spe< ify in such quantities and at such times 
as he may think fit. 

19. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may prohilHi persons from 
entering into or using for drinking, bathing 
or au.v other ptirposc during sucli period as 
ina.v he specified in the order, the water in 
any well, tank, pool or other possible source 
of water-supply whi<di, in his opinion, is con¬ 
taminated or likely to he contaminated. 

20. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may, by an order published 
at such places as he may think fit, set apart 
any well, tank, part of a river, stream or 
channel not being private property, or being 
private property with the consent of the 
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owner, for the supply of water for poking 
or culjnarjr purposes and may prohibit there¬ 
in or within a distance therefrom to be stat¬ 
ed in the order all bathing, washing of clothes 
or animals, or other acts calculated to pollute 
the water; and may similarly set apart any 
well, tank, pdrt of a i-iver, stream, or chan¬ 
nel for the purpose of bathing or for the pur¬ 
pose of washing animals or clothes or for 
any other purpose connected with the health 
and cleanliness of the people using such' 
water-supply. 

21. The District llealth Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may prohibit persons from 

* easing Ahemselves, or throwing, depositing or 
discharging any rubbish, sewage or offensive 
matter, into any well, tank pool and other 
source of water-supply, which is used by the 
public, or within such a distance from such 
well, tank, pool or source of water-supply ns 
he may fix. 

Conservancy and se.waye disposal. 

22. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Ins])ector may (7) piohibit the commit¬ 
tal or continuance of any nuisance, or (2) re¬ 
quire the person causing any nuisance or the 
person occupying the premises on which any 
nuisance exists to remove such nuisance. 

E.rrdanntion .—In this regulation, “nui¬ 
sance” means anything which in the opinion 
of the District Health Officer or Sanitary Ins¬ 
pector is likely to spread or to cause the out¬ 
break of cholera. 

23. "Whenever the District Health Officer 
or a Sanitar>' Inspector is satisfied that the 
condition of any privy, urinal, drain, sewer 
or cesspool is such as to cause risk of spread¬ 
ing cholera to the inhabitants of the neigh¬ 
bourhood he may order the occupier of the 
land in which such privy, urinal, drain, sewer 
or cesspool is situated to disinfect or to al¬ 
low an officer of the Board to disinfect the 
same with such disinfectants in such quanti¬ 
ties and at such time as the said officer or 
inspector shall think fit. 

24. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may, for the prevention of the 
outbreak or spread of cholera, order the owner 
or occupier of any land to repair or make 
eflScient to the satisfaction of that officer or 
inspectoT' any drain, sewer, privy, urinal or 
cesspool which is situated upon such land or 
to remove any such drains, sewer, privy, or 
urinal or close any such cesspool within Midi 
time as’ may he fixed by the said officer or 
inspector. 


Miscellaneous. 

25. The District Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector may during the preval¬ 
ence of any outbreak of cholera order that 
any market, shop or other public place shall 
remain closed for such time as may appear 
him to be necessary and may forbid the 
holding of any fair, mela or other gather¬ 
ing to which people from several villages 
commonly or periodically resort. 


26. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may require the owner or occu¬ 
pier of any land to clear and remove within 
the period specified in the order, any vegeta¬ 
tion upon such- land the existence of which 
in the opinion of the said officer or inspector 
conduces to the committing of nuisance upon 
such land. 

27. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may issue general orders that 
by a specified date certain sanitary precau¬ 
tions of a simple nature, such as lime-wash¬ 
ing of houses, clearing of latrines or the re¬ 
moval of filth or rubbish shall be carried out 
to his satisfaction. 

28. No person shall, without the written 
permission of the District Health Officer or 
a Sanitary Inspector, dispose of any corpse 
except by burning or burial. 

29. The District Health Offiiser may ap¬ 
prove buming or burial grounds and may by 
order direct either generally or specially in 
respect to any specified area, that corpses 
shall not be burned or buried at places other 
than those so approved by him. 

30. Any person burning or i-ausing to he 
burnt any corpse shall cause the same to be 
completely reduced to ashes, and shall like¬ 
wise cause the idothc.s or other articles 
brought with such corpse to be reduced to 
ashes. 

31. The District Health Officer mav direct 
that no person shall bury or cause to be buri¬ 
ed any corpse which, in the opinion of the 
District Health Officer, is likely to spread 
cholera, in a grave, not constructed of ma¬ 
sonry and less than six feet deep. 

32. The District Health Officer or a Sani¬ 
tary Inspector may through any persons au- 
thoi'ised by such officer or inspector in t)iat 
behalf seize and dispose of any corpse, which 
in the opinion of the said officer or inspector, 
is infected with or is likely to spread cholera, 
unless the relatives or friends of the deceased 
person satisfy him that they are prepared 
and able to dispose of the corpse in a man¬ 
ner which will prevent the spread of cholera. 

3.3. The District Health Offii'er or a Sani¬ 
tary’ Inspector may, with such assiatants (if 
any) as he thinks fit, miter upoh any land or 
after two hours’ notice in writing^in^ any 
premises or building used for humlfiiTfebita- 
tion at any time between sunrise and sunset 
for the purpose of carrying out any measure 
or making any enquiries authorised by these 
regulations. 

_ 34. All inoculations under these regula¬ 
tions shall be performed gratuitously. 

35 (i) Orders issued by the District 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector under 
these regulations shall be in writing. 

(ti) The officer issuing such orders shall 
cause enpies' of them to be served upon any 
persons named in them.

Provided that this exception shall ceast- to operate if, after that date— 

• (1) there occtirs a break in his service ; or 

(2) he is appointed from the post which lu- held on that dah* lo a jiost not 
on the same time-scale as that post. 


J^ote 1 .—If an officer was officiating in a jx>st shown in the schedule on the 
31st August ] 930, and save for periods of leave or for jjeriods of officiating

Report of the Select Committee on the Presideney-Towns Insolvency 
(Bengal Amendment) Bill, 1936. 

• 

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legislative 
Council to which the Presidency-Towns Insolvency' (Benged Amendment) 
Bill, 1986, was referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative 
Council on the 9th November, 1936, have the honour to submit this our 
Beport with the Bill embodying amendments recommended by us annexed. 
All matter recommended to be omitted by the Select Committee has been 
printed in italics and enclosed in square brackets and all new matter 
recommended to be inserted has been underlined. 

2. The Bill was published in English before introduction in the 
CtUcutta Gazette of the 22nd October, 1936. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by our recom¬ 
mendations as to require republication. 

4. The Committee met on the 10th November, 1936, and concluded its 
sitting on the same day. 

5. The amendments recommended by us are as follows :— 

Clause 3. —Sub-clause (c) has been omitted as we consider that it is 
advisable to retain the reference to “security” in section 77 {2). It is not 
the intention that the official assignee should no longer be required to 
furnish security. Although provision requiring such security could be 
included in the rules regulating his conditions of service, it seems preferable 
that the statutory provision for the furnishing of such security should 
remain, especially as its omission might give rise to some doubt as to what 
is actually the intention. 

Clause 5* —We have added sub-section {3) in order to make it clear that 
the liability imposed on the Local Government by sulvsection (2) to pay sums 
in respect of misfeasance, neglect or omission will not operate as a bar to 
the recovery of any such sums personally from the ollicial assignee who was 
responsible. 

Clause 7. —Clause 7 of the Bill provided for tlie oiuission of section 84 
of the Act. Although similar j)rovision.s would be applicable to the official 
assignee as a Government servant or could l)e included in his conditions of 
service, the direct statutory provision is, in our opinion, preferable- We 
have therefore altered this clause so as to retain .section 84. 

Clause 9. —Sub-clause (2) (cc) is consequential on the change made in 
clause 3.

I am sorry I oaimot agree to the Report. 

The principal objects of the Bill are— 

(1) to appoint a ^laried officer as Official Assignee, 

(2) to have the appointment made by the Local Government, 

(3) to divide the control of the Official Assignee’s work between the Local Government 

and the High Court, and 

(4) to ^nsfer the unclaimed Dividend Funds and the Interest Funds to the coffers of 
the Local Government. 


Idisagree to all these proposals, and I proceed to give my reasons— 


(1) Apyointmant of a talarioil ofllcor.—^The Bill is expressly based upon the Report of the 
High Court Retrenchment Committee of 1923, but the circumstances have widely changed 
since then. About that time the commission drawn by the Official Assignee (every pice of which 
it must be remembered, has to be earned by work done) was very high, onaccoiuit of the post* 
war financial crisis. The figures given in the said Report were—

This last figunt in particular drew the attention of the Committee and has presumably been th^ 
basis of all discussion since then by Government officers as well os by other Barristers. But 
it is forgotten that that figiu^ was and is nowhere near the average. For the last few years 
the commission earned by this officer has been nowhere near that figure. The figures for the 
last few years are—

that is an average of Rs. 1,853 per mensem much below the minimum salary recommended by 
the Committee. 

I do not think moreover that a salaried officer of Government working during fixed office 
hours and having no incentive for th<! lx>tter realisation of assets of insolvent’s estates, would be 
more suitable than one who has an interest in bettor returns. 

(2) Appointmmt by tht Local Gevornmont.—The present law' is that the Offitdal Assignee 
who has both Judicial and quosi-Commercial functions to disehargi', is appointed by the Chief 
Justice. It is propc«ed by the Bill to vest the appointment in the Local Government “after 
consultation with and with the concuirencc of the Chief Justice.’’ 

What is the reason for this ? The Official Assignee has tt) do a lot of judicial work— 
deciding on claims, on validity of contracts, etc.—and he must obviously be an advocate of the 
High Court. What chance has the Local Government got of judging of the merits of rival 
candidates for such a post ? They must have the concurrence of the Chief Justice who is ob¬ 
viously the only person fit to judge, and to my mind, the provi.sion in the Bill is merely a cnide 
attempt to derogate from the privileges and dignity of the Chief Justice. 

Under the new constitution, moreover, the Local Government in this case will mean a 
'Minister who may be totally ignorant of the state of things in the Bar and in (^Icutta. 

It has been said that the Administrator-General and the Official Trustee are appointed 
the Local Government, but then these officers have no judicial functions. 

(3) Dual control.—^This is obviously unmeaning, and may be fraught with immense 
mischief. I need hardly labour the point. 

(4) Tranotor of Uio tunis.~Here again there is a confusion of facts and ideas. Ever 
since the Act of 1909, all dividends unclaimed for 15 years have annually lieen credited to 
the Government of India under section 122 of the Act. 

It is the previous fund (amounting to 37 lakhs) and its accumulated interest (amounting 
to another 37 lakhs) to which the glances of the Local Government are directed. But then 
where is the justice of the proposal ? 

If the money is to be utilised for any purpose other than that of the non-claiming creditors, 
surely it ought to be utilised for the purposes of the High Court. Our Judges complain they 
are underpaid, the Court is suffering from a lack of much needed accommodation, there is a 
paucity of ministerial officers which retards the efficient working of the Court, there is a total 
absence of amenities for the public frequenting the High Court and for the lawyers —there 
is not a single lift in the building, for- instance —and the money should if at all be utilised in 
improving the state of things in the High Court instead of being swallowed up in the general 
revenue of the province and helping to swell, say, the Police Bud^^t. 

OiauN S.— I do not amwe to the suggestion of taki^ security from a salaried wholetime 
officer of Government. No Treasury Officer, no Registrar, nor the Administrator-General 
has to give security—why should an exception be mads in this particular case ?

Report of the Select Committee to whom the Bengal Non-Agricultural 
Lands Assessment Bill, 1936, was recommitted. 

{References to clauses of the Bill are to be read as references to clauses of 
the Bill as previously reported by the Select Committee) 

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legislative 
Council, to whom the Bengal Non-Agricultural Lands Assessment BiU, 
1936, was recommitted by a motion carried in the Bengal I.egislative Council 
on the 9th November, 1936, have the honour to submit this our report with 
the Bill as amended by us annexed. 

2. The Committee met on the 14th and concluded its sittings on the 
16th November, 1936. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered as to require 
republication. 

4. The further changes made in the Bill on recommitment are detailed 
below:— 

Clause 2(5). —An alteration has been made in sub-clause (6) in view 
of the difficulty which may arise in determining whether a particular school 
or institution is “charitable” or not. The new sub-clause {aa) which we 
have inserted in clause 20(^) should be read in this connection. 

Sub-clause {d) has been modified in order to make it clear that the banks 
of a tank are not excluded from the definition of “non-agricultural land.” 

Clause 3.—In sub-clause (a) («) and (n) we have reinserted the words 
“or any” before “non-agricultural lands” as our attention has been drawn 
to the fact that it may not be desirable in all cases to pass an order for 
estimating fair rents in resjiect of all non-agricultural lands in an area. 
It is preferable to retain the power to exclude particular classes of non- 
agricultural lands. 

• 

Clauds 4.— In sub-clause (d) we have reduced the rate of rent which is 
to4il^aken into consideration from four per cent, to “not more than two 
per cent." of the market value. 

Clause 6. —A reference has been corrected in sub-clause (2). 

Clause 10A. —We have made an important change by inserting new 
clause lOA. This new clause provides for an abatement of not less than 
two-thirds of the difference between the previous rent and the rent specified 
in the roll. This abatement is to be allowed to persons to whom land has 
been leased for residential purposes and their successors by inheritance, 
provided that they are in occupation of the land for such purposes. Trans- 
lerees who are in occupation of such land as tenants of tne highest degree, 
at the time when the first order qnder section 3 is made in respect of the 
land after the commencement of the Act, are also to be entitled to the abate¬ 
ment. 


« • 
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As this principle has been adopted in respect of estates to which the 
provisions of clauses 9 and 10 are applicable, it seems proper that the same 
principle should be extended to clause 7, and that the rents specified in the 
roll for the tenants of the highest degree (which are to be treated as the 
assets) should be deemed to 1^ reduced in the case of those tenants who 
would ybe entitled to an abatement in an estate to which the provisions of 
clause 9 or clause 10 are applicable. We have included subolause (S) in 
clause lOA accordingly. 

Clause 20(2).—New sub-clause (aa) is consequential on the change 
made in clause 2{5){h).

,,, Clause 10A. —We are unable to afjree that the confession given by this new 
in regard to lands leased for and used for residential purposes should be extended to 
transferees who had purchased or ntberwise acquired the title up to the date of- th® 
first order made under section .3 of the Bill. The concession should be allowed only ,tO 
those transferees who hud purchased—pr otherwise acquired title to the land—on pr 
before the date of the commencement of the Act, the reason being that those who 
purchase or othenvise acquire after the commencement of the Act do so knowing that 
they will ha|re to pay the full estimated rent. ■ - 

Clause ^d).— We are unable to accept two per rent, of the market value as a 
maximum limit for consideration. If a limit of this kind is to be incorporated, it 
should be not less than six per cent, as in the original Bill. We do not object to the 
omission of any limit. 


Minute of dissent by Mr. 8. M. Bose, M.L.C. 

After careful reconsideration, T think that the transferee in occupation of the land 
os a tenant of the highest degree at the time irhen thin Act in panneti, and not at the time 
when the first order under section 3 is made (as recommended^, should be granted the 
concession under claiise lOA. The first order under section 3 may not be made till after 
a considerable interval of time after the Act is passed, and during this interval, there 
are sure to (lie many speculative transactions with the laud. T do not consider it advis¬ 
able here to depart from the salutary principle that the provisions of a statute should 
come into operation from the time the statute is made operative. 


Minuta of dissent by Babu Premhari Barma, M.L.C. 

In case of lands used for residential purposes it has been proposed by clause lOA 
to give an abatement of not less than two-thirds of the difference between the amount of 
rent which was payable before the order under section 3 was made and the amount 
payable occording to the roll by a tenant of the highest degree in respect of such land 
or part; but in my ojunion by such abatement also there will not be any limit to the 
enhancement of the rent. I, therefore, suggest that a limit should be fixed for enhancing * 
the rents of lands used for residential purposes, and my suggestion is that in such cases, 
the estimated rent should not be realisable by more than one hundred per cent, of the 
existing rent. 


Minute of dissent by Babu Khetter Mohan Ray, M.L.C. 

Clausa 3.—I would suggest the substitution of the word “settle” in place of the 
word “estimate” in clause 3 and in other clauses wherever the word “estimate” occurs. 
The provision of estimating rents will catise a feeling of uncertainty as the rents esti¬ 
mated (and not finally settled) are not cujtable of realisation through Civil Courts. 
The landlords will not be able to recover the amount which they will be required to pay 
to Government. For these reasons I would also sugge.st the deletion of clause 11. 

Clauaa 4. —There is no limit or restriction imposed on the powers of the Revenue- 
officers to enhance the rent. If after considering the facts mentioned in <-lause 4 the 
iRevcyiue-officer is inclined to fix the rent much higher than that paid in the vicinity 
or at a percentage much higher than what has been prescribed in su'b-clause (</), there 
^ nothing in this Act to restrict him. Besides, the introduction of the method of 
asses.sment on the basis of the market value is an unpopular measure and has been 
denounced by many public bodies in this country and this method of assessment will, 
I fear, abnormally increase the rents of lands used for residential purposes. I would 
therefore suggest that in order that the rent of residential tenants may not be unduly 
harsh and oppressive, the following provisos should be added to clause 4. 

Proviso 1. —I’rovided that in areas outside Calcutta and the districts of the 24- 
Parganas and TIowrah the fair and equitable rent settled l)y the Revenue-officer in 
respect of lands used for residential purposes and lield by tenants immediately under 
the Government shall in no «'ase exceed hundred per cent, of the existing rent. 

Proviso 2. —Provided further that the rent settled under this section shall not Ibe 
enhanced during a period of not less than thirty years. 

Proviso 3.-;-Provided also that in settling fair and equitable rent the Revenue- 
officer shall consider any oral or dbcumentary evidenee adduced by the party concerned.

Otaiise lOA^The wording of this clause is not happy or comprebcouiive. The tem¬ 
porary cessation of occupation should not preclude any person from the benefit of this 
clause. The tenants are on occasions compelled imder the stress of circumstances to 
let out temporarily their homesteads either in full or in part. Generally a Government 
officer has often to live away from home on duty. A tenant has also to stay away from 
home for a change of air, education of children, or in pursuance of buuness or for 
various other reasons. There are also cases where on the death of a tenant his family 
•has been confpelled to live elsewhere. Is the house to remain vacant? Municipal or 
union board taxes and cost of repairs shall have to be paid. The temporary letting out 
of the house either in part or in full should not therefore debar a tenant from claiming 
the (benefit of clause lOA. The words “leased to any person” should be clarified. 
Perhaps in ninety jier cent, of the cases of lands used for residential purposes the 
origin of the tenancy has been lost in antiqixity. But the lands have bwn used for 
residential purposes from time iitamemorial. It will therefore be difficult—nay im- 

f toRsible—to prove that particular land was leased for residential purpose excepting 
ong user. 

I would therefore suggest the addition of the following explanation to clause lOA. 

Explanation 1. —The temporary cessation of occupation due to letting out tem¬ 
porarily the homesteads either in full or in part shall not be a ground for depriving 
the tenant of the benefit of this seclion unless the tenant is permanently deprived of 
the occupation of the land. 

Explanation 2> —“Lands leased to any person for residential purposes” include 
lands used for such purposes from time immemorial.
